Early Lambs for Market. 

In tho rearing of early lamba the greatest 
ditlioulty that meets tho shepherd is tho 
troublo that arises over woakly lambs. If, 
however, the ewes have been piven proper 
caro, aud have keptin good thriving con- 
dition, there is seldom much trouble with 
tholambs. The lambing folds musb bo 
comfortable, dry and moderately warm. 
Unless the fold is so protected that the 
rigors of lato February or carly March fail 
to affect tho lambs, thore is but little hopo 
in having them on the market in auch con- 
dition as to command tho best prices, In 
attending weak lambs it is best to nover 
tako tho lamb away from tho ewe, as pront 
difficulty will oftentimes arise in persuading 
| hor toownitagain. Tho owes should be 
fed well and given every caro. Ib is ad- 
| visable to shear thom as early in tho soa- 

son as possible. A marked improvement in 
the growth of the lambs is sure to result if 
the ewes are shorn in April or early in May. 
| The sustenance which they had to give toa 
heavy fleece, they are now able to givo to 
the lambs, and further, shearing carly is 
one of tho best means available for keeping 
| ticks from passing from the ewes to the 
| lamba. 
| The young lambs must bo pushed shead 
| as rapidly as possible, A plan sometimes 
| adopted in the case of twins, is to send one 
' to market at a couple of montha of age, and 
| keep the other on the owe and dispose of ib 
in the fall. In this way the trouble of 
woaning.is greatly lessened. The beat sys- 
tem to followin feeding carly lambs is to 
have a separate pen for them, close by the 
large pen, with an entrance so small that 
only the lambs can enter. Ina trough in 
this pon keep a small quantity of 
chopped staff and some clover hay in 
asmallrack, Lambs have a great fondness 
for the clover hea ls which sometimes gather 
on the floor where the hay falls, and if 
these can be given them, it makes a splen- 
did addition to their ration. In a short 
while thoy will visit this pen frequently, 
They should be encouraged in this by feed- 
ing them tho choicest bits of clover hay 
and the best of other food. When about 
three or four weeks old they should be 
docked, and a little later, castrated, Lambs 
given the above care and food should tip 
tho scales beam at forty or fifty pounds 
when about six or eight weeks old. They 
aro thon fit for the market. Lambs in as 
good condition as these would be, should 
bave no difficulty in bringing five or even 
six dollars apiece, if offered during the 
forepart of May.—7h* Canadian Live Stock 
and Farm Journal for Dhcember. 








Dairy Schools. 

The Dominion Government have decided 
to make a grant of money for the eatablish- 
ment of dairy schools throughout the Do- 
minion this year. Uniformity in the quality 
of cheese and the making of fine butter in 
winter will be the chief objects aimed at. 

It is proposed to spond a sum of money 
in making weekly shipments of this fine 
butter to Great Britalo, for the immediate 
purpose of putting that trade on anew and 
firm basis. 

Tho basis upon which theso dairy sbhools 
will be operated is quite simple. For the 
current year it is proposed to establish one 
achool in each of the leading provinces, At 
these schools everyone would be welcome, 
and tho greatest care would be taken to 
explain each step in the process being car- 
ried on, Bulletins would also be issued 
periodically, New, small and fancy var- 
rietios of cheese would be made. Methods 
of doveloping fine fltvors would be inveati- 
gated and demonstrated, Butter would 
be made during the winter in particular, 
#0 that the stations would be in operation 
the year round. 

The stations would be moved periodical- 
ly. That is to say, after a station had been 
in operation for a year or two in one local- 
ity, and it had been found that cheese- 
makers aud individual farmers had ayailed 
themselves of the privileges, it would be 
moved to another section of the country. 
For this reason a factory in each district 
will be rented. 

It is felt that this is an opportune time 
for the establishment of these stations. 
Groat public interest is being taken in the 
maticr of obtaining now markets, and it is 
believed that these efforts, particularly in 
respect of dairy products, will bo most cer- 
tain of success, if quality is the first consid- 
eration ot the shipper. The Government 
hope to guide the farmers of Canada in the 
righb direction, and to lend thom every rea- 
sonable measure of aid. 


Big Salaries for Clergymen. 

The following information regarding the 
salaries of some of the clergymen of New 
York and Brooklyn is believed, says the 
World, to be authentic: 

Dr. Morgan Dix, of O!d- Trinity, has 
$15,000 a year, and his assistant $6,000 ; 
Dr. Huntingdon, rector of Graco church, 
has $16,000 and a housg, the rental of which 
is worth $5,000 more; Dr. Greer, of St. 
Bartholomew's, receives $19,000, and being 
wealthy retains nothing of it for himself ; 
Dr. Brown, of St. Thomas’, has $15,000 ; 
Dr. Ralnsford of St. George's has $10,000, 
and, like Dr. Greer, gives it all away. A 
dozon Episcopal parishes pay from $4,000 
to $8,000, and the bishop receives $15,000. 
Among the Presbyterians Dr. Hall draws 
$18,500; Dr. Paxton, $12,500; Dr. Park- 
hurat, $8,000; Dr. Taylor $15,000, Rey. 
Robert Collyer, Unitarian, has $10,000. 
Dr. Talmage receives $12,000 from his con- 
gregation, gnd donbloa this income in 
literature and the lecture field. Dr. Abbot 
is paid $,8000 The pastor of the largest 
Mothodist church has $5,000 and rent of an 
elegant parsonage, and the Methodist 
blohop recelyes $5,000,

PROMPTLY SUPPRESSED. 


A Revolutionary Uprising in Portugal 


Put Down by the Troops, 


Oporto, Feb. 1.—The insurgents to the 
number of 400 assembled at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and with much cheering paraded 
through the principal streets They made 
an attempt to seize the prefecture of police 
and the central telegraph office. Their 
plans, however, were frustrated by the muni- 
cipal guard, who made repeated charges on 
the insurgents and repelled their attacks. 
Meanwhile the Civil Governor transferred 


his authority to the troops, when the 
few civilians supporting the rebels dis- 
persed, The latter then proceeded 


to the Hotel de Ville, fortifying the structure 
to the best of their ability in the short time 
at their command, but lacking ammunition 
they speedily submitted in response to an ar- 
tillery bombardment, The number of the 
killed and wounded on both sides, including 
civilians, is variously estimated at from 20 
to 50, Some of the rebels escaped, but sur- 
rendered later, The Municipal Guards sub- 
sequently occupied the Hotel de Ville and at 
once hauled down the flag of the Republican 
Federal Club which the rebels had hoisted on 
the building. Six or seven officers of an in- 
ferior grade took part in the revolt, which 
was of a distinctly Republican character. It 
is alleged that the civilian leader in the re- 
volt was a lawyer named Alves Veiga. By3 
o'clock in the afternoon the revolt had been 
entirely suppressed, but the department has. 
been declared jn a stato of siege. Gen, Scar- 
nichia bas arrived in Oporto, 
Great Havoc Occasioned 

Ovonrto, Feb. 1.—Perfect quiet reigned in 
this city to-day. Government rejnforce- 
ments have arrived from all parts of the 
country, Three hundred civilians and sol- 
diers were arrested to-day, All of the Re- 
publican clubs haye been closed and all of 
the Republican newspapers have boon seized 
by the Government, 

The government, suspecting that there was 
discontent in the Oporto garrison, had issued 
for the transfer of several officers 
there to other regiments. This action, to 
gether with the recent imprisonment of the 
editor of The Republica Portuguesa, expe- 
dited the outbreak. Oporto has been declar- 
ed in a state of siege for one month. Twenty 
persons were killed in yesterday’s fight, 

A decreo is published suspending the habeas 
corpus act and authorizing the suppression 
throughout the country of journals prejudl- 
The Republican papers 
Patria and Debates bave already been sup- 
pressed 

The insurgents counted on simultaneous ris- 
ngs at Coimbra, Braga and Vizen and wero 
only waiting for the departure of the troops 
to attack the capitol. 

The front of the Town Hall and several 
buildings in other streets, where conflicts 
took place yesterday, aro much damaged and 
battered. The King’s portrait, which hung in 
the Town Hall, was destroyed by the rebellious 
soldiers who mado the building their strong- 
hold.

izing the allegations against him as a conspiracy. 
Tho publication of this resolution is charged as 
fo libel against the defendant, The defendant 
contended that no malice was shown, that no 
tharge was at any rate made against the plaintiff 
In the alleged libel, that the damages were exces- 
sive, and that there should be a von-sult or a new 
trial.

HAUNT OF A GORY GHOST. 


Tho Spirit of a Soldier Said 
About the Scene of its Disembodiment. 


LEXINGTON, Feb. 3.—An old substantial 
brick residence located on one of the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares of this city has been 
considered haunted house ever since the 
war. Old citizens claim that during the 
war a Union soldier, who had been wounded 
in the battle at Richmond, Ky., and who was 
being taken care of by the family that then 
lived in the house, was brutally murdered 
by a Southern sympathizer in the cellar of 
the residence. 

Ever since then, so the story goes, there 
have been uncanny doings and mysterious 
noises seen and heard in this old mansion at 
regular intervals of six months. At these 
times when the families occupying the house 
would be at supper, lights leftin the living 
room and other partsof the house would be 
extinguished and sounds very much like the 
groans of apersonin agony could be dis. 
tinctly heard. No one ever saw anything 
other than this until a few evenings ago. 

The family that has been occupying the 
house for the past three months, and who did 
not know of the supposed existence of this 
peculiar ghost, were sitting at their table eat- 
ing supper at about 6%{ o'clock. The parlor 
had been lighted up, as there was some young 
people visiting the house, and the lamp was 
brightly burning in the living room. The 
servant girl had occasion to go into the par- 
lor and living room during the progress of 
the meal, and when she returned sho ex- 
claimed: 

“Miss Sallie, who dun blowed out dem 
lights in yor room an’ in de parler?” 

Miss Sallie did not know, of course, and 
before the astonished household could re- 
cover from their surprise deep groans were 
heard as if coming from the living room, 
which was separated from the dining-room 
by folding doors, The groans grew louder 
ond more agonizing in their tones, until sud- 
denly the folding doors opened backward, 
and in the centre of the threshold the now 
thoroughly frightened family and friends 
beheld a sight which is usually supposed to 
freeze the blood with terror. There stood 
the form of a man with his hands uplifted; 
ho seeined onyoloped in a white gauze, 
through which could be seen a bloody and 
apparently bleeding breast. The appari- 
tion only remained in sight of the terror- 
stricken people but a few seconds and then 
slowly disappeared into the gloom of tho 
darkepnod room bebind it, The supper was 
loft unfinished, and there was no sleep in 
that house that night,

instituted the Order of Knights of the 
Round Table, whose saintly acts in the 
service of God and man, until they fell 
into sin, were deeds of good and glory ; 
how Arthur loved only and wed Guinevere 
betrayed by Launcelot ; and, at last, re- 
colving his death-wound in battle with his 
rebelliovs nephew's forces at Oamelford 
(which the poets make Camelot), Arthur 
bade the loyal knight, Sir Bedeyer, carry 
him to Dozmare Pool, fling his sword Ex- 
calibur thorein, when a boat, rowed by 
three queens, appeared, Into this Arthur 
was lifted, and bornd away to tho island- 
vale of Avillion, that his grievous wound 
might bo healed. These folk say, and 
believe, that Arthur is still in falry-land ; 
that his spirit often returnsin the gu's> 
of abird, the chough, hovering about the 
old scenes with pathetic murmurings ; and 
that he will surely ‘‘come again,” 
“wearing the white flower of a blamelezs life,” 
to reign as aking should and might over 
his beloved England. Literature never 
provided an hundred thousand bookless 
folk with this, It remains, because in it 
has been preserved without bouks, a fade 
less actuality. 

ln like manner Robin Hood's Land be- 
comes the whole of England. Piercing 
their armor of sudden reserve, you will find 
that the sober English peasant and the grave 
English workman, have minds full enough 
of chivalry and romance. Robin Hood 
is immortal with those, because, asa ‘‘level- 
ler'’ of rank and class, he represents an un- 
definable yet certain power to buffet the 
church and the nobility. He is a rescuer of 
maids in distress and menin duress. Ho 
embodiesthe unconscious yet universal lean- 
ing towards Communism aniong the English 
lowly. Above all, hois the luminous type 
of that dearest thing to every lowly Briton’s 
heart, ‘‘ fair play,” whether in frolic, free- 
booting or fight. Fairly defined, Kobin 
Hood’s Land comprises the shires of Not 
tingham and Lincoln, with the southern 
half of Yorkshire. There is not a plough- 
map, forester, gamekeeper, and, | would 
almost venture to say, any human being 
among the lowly, outeide the factories, in 
this portion of England, who has nota 
clearer conception of the life, character 
and exploits of the merry outlaw than all 
books could give. Asis well known, the 
manuscript and old record researches by 
the Rey. Joseph Hunter, an aasistant keep. 
er of the public records of England, made 
public in 1852, placed fairly within the do- 
main of authentic history the facb con- 
cerning the actual existonce and career of 
Robin Hood He was born about 1290. 
His family were of some station, and seat- 
ed at Wakefieid. With many others he be- 
came an outlaw from having espoused the 
cause of the unfortunate Karl of Lancas- 
ter. He retreated with a hundred or more 
of his comrades to the depths of Sher- 
wood Forest, not a score of miles from 
his birthplace. By their unequalod skill in 
archery ; godless pranks with lords and 
bishops ; robberies of the high to share with 
the lowly ; and their adequate wits in all 
exegencies ; they secured the loyalty of 
the peasantry roundabout and put to defi 
ance the entire forces of the crown. At 
this juncture King Edward wisoly pardoned 
Robin Hood, giving him service as one of 
the *‘valets, porteurs de la chambre, ‘in the 
royal household. Here he remained for 
more than a year ; to which existing vouch- 
ers for his psymentattest. Butthe hunger 
from the greenwood was too strong. Begg- 
ing the King for permission to visit the old 
chapel at Barnadale, it was granted “‘for a 
s‘ennight.” Having once rejoined his com- 
rades, ho could not again be persuaded to 
leave them; and he continued the old out- 
law’s life until, resorting to the priory of 
Kirkless for surgical aid, he died from lozs 
of blood, and was buried in the grounds of 
the priory, now Kirkloss Hall, four miles 
north of Huddersfield, and the seat of the 
noble family of Armytage. 

But, precisely as I have found the Corn- 
ish and Devonshire peasantry in identifica- 
tion of King Arthur and his land, ib is 
among the lowly of Nottinghamshire and 
Yorkshire that are discovered innummer-: 
able proofs,in tradition, ballad, and nomen- 
clature, of the merry outlaw and his men. 
Literature bas not created these for the 
delectation of an ignorant peasantry. The 
persantry themselves have furvished, by 
word of mouth, the material—and but an 
infinitesimal portion has been utilized— 
enabiing writers old and new to transfer 
the real Robin Hood to the Robin Hood of 
fiction and song. A close defining of Robin 
Hood's Land would give it the area of Sher- 
wood Forest in Nottinghamshire and Barns- 
dale Forest in Yorkshire, with a narrow 
atrip of country leading northeast, through 
southern Yorkshire, to tho sea, near Soar- 
borough, tho latter being occasionally tray- 
orsed by the outlaws whon to closely proased 
by tho king's soldiers, In tho outlaw’s 
timo, but one highway traversed the Kegon 
That was the old Roman Road from Lon- 
don to Borwick.

Druggists in Council—Amoeonding the 


License Law, 

Toronto, Feb, 4.—The semi-annual meet- 
ing of the council of the Ontario College of 
Pharmacy was held in the college yesterday 
afternoon. 

The report of the registrar-treasurer since 
Aug. 1, 1590, was presented by Mr. Lewis. 
The number of applications of apprentices 
for registration bas been 101. The receipts 
were $14,915 and the expenditure $6030, ,The 
balance in the Bank of Commerce has in- 
creased in the six months from $4278 to 
$8583, Tho assets of the college amount to 
$42,125, including the college building, $1716; 
furniture, etc., $4075; lot, $5000. The liabili- 
ties amount to $15,751, leaving a balance of 
$26,374. 

The report of Principal BE. B. Shuttleworth 
showed tbat the attendance of students at 
college for both junior and senior courses 
was larger than ever before, the numbers 
being respectively 92 and 76. The fees for 
tho junior courses amounted to $3597, and for 
the senior to $4470), making, with the matri- 
culation fee, a total of $5533 for the entire 
terin, The results of tho junior examination 
in Decembor were satisfactory, but the result 
of the supplementary examination in Janu- 
ary was not so satisfactory, owing to the 
occurrence of the Christmas holidays. Ho 
thorefore recommended the abandonment of 
the latter. 


A deputation from the Dominion Alliance 
waited on the Ontario Goverament yester- 
day afternoon and asked for some import- 
ant amendments to the Liquor Laws, 

Dr. McLaren thauked the Government for 
the present legislation on behalf of temper- 
ance and then enumerated the desired amend- 
ments: 

The prohibition of the sale of liquor to persons 
under 21 years of age. 

The adoption of the Nova Scotia system of 
prohibiting drinking at bars, by which the treat- 
jug system in its present form may be abolished, 

The giving power to the electors in a polling 
sub-division, by a majority petition, to prevent 
the issue of licenses to take effect in such polling 
sub-division 

The lic:nsing and inspecting of all hotels and 
eating houses, whether liquor is sold therein or 
not, soas to secure their efficient supervision, 

Mr. Mowat assured the deputation that the 
Government would always legislate as much 
as possible in favor of temperance, but they 
must remember that all the members of the 
House were not temperancs men, The pro- 
posed amendments would receive the serions 
consideration of the Government,

To the Belleville Hospital Board, 

We beg to report that, pursuant to your 
requost of Jan, 6th, asking us to endeavor 
to procure a supply of Koch's lymph for use 
in the Belleville Hospital, we communicat- 
ed with De, McCallum, of the Biological 
Department of Toronto University, who 
kindly intormed us that he was prepared to 
furnish us with a supply of Lymph from 
time to time, as required. Dr, McCallum 
also invited us to visit Toronto General 
Hospital, and see the various cases under 
troatment, On Friday, 24th, we visited 
Toronto, and at once proceeded to the Gen 
eral Hospital, where we were cordially re- 
ceived by Dr, O’Rellly, Medical Superin- 
tendent, and ty Dr, McPhedran, who had 
previously appointed to meot us at the Hos- 
pital. Dr. MoPhedran took us through the 
wards, and we had the pleasure of obsery- 
{ng a number of patients on whom the cele- 
brated lymph had been tried. We inquired 
particularly into the history of the patients 
and carefully obseryod their physical condi- 
tion, in order to obtain information for our 
own guidance in the selection of cases for 
exporimontation in our own Hospital. The 
resulta ao farin the cases in the Toronto 
General Hospital are, in the main, satisfac- 
tory, though no very decided improvemont 
has yet boon observed in the phthisical 
pationts. In the Lupus casos, howevor, 
the improvement is most marked, and 
affords encouragement that the results 
will bo ontiroly satisfactory and perma- 
nent. The cases submitted to treat- 
ment, havo been selected after careful 
examination and consultation on the part 
of the medical asteff, so that evory pre- 
caution is taken to eecure a fair trialof tho 
Lymph. Tho clinical charts of the patients 
under treatment were shown and explained 
to us and the method of dilating and pro- 
paring the Lymph for injection carefully 
demonstrated, illastrating, the astringent 
precautions that are considered neceszary 
in tho uso of euch a powerfalremoty. Al 
together we received much valuablo isoform. 
ation and advice from the pbyeiclans in 
charge regarding the methods adopted. We 
afterwards visited thé Biological Depar: ment 
of the university, where we were courteously 
recelved by Dr. McCallum, who further 
explained to us the extreme care necessary 
tu be taken in the preparing of the Lymph 
for injection ao as to avoid any possible 
error. Wealsocallod upon tho Minister of 
Education and requested that the Belleville 
hospital be added to the list of the regular 
reciplents of the Lymph. Dr. McCallum 
then gave us a phial of the Lymph contain- 
{ng 200 milligrams and informed us that we 
could obtain a regular supply on application 
tohim., On our return to Belleville we 
handed the phial of Lymph to Mrs. McLean, 
President of the Hospital Board, as in- 
structed. In conclusion we beg to submit 
the following suggeations : 

1. The Lymph must be used EXCLUSIVE- 
LY ia hospital practice. 

2. In all cases of incipient pulmonary 
phthisis a clinical record bo kept for at 
leash one week prior to commencing in- 
jections of Lymph. 

3. That the greatest care should be ex- 
ercised in the selection of patients suffering 
from phthials. 

4. That carefyl inquiry be made as to the 
patient's family history and condition up to

A Doubly Fatal Duel Over an Unfaithful 
Wife, Who Takes Poison, 

Vienna, Feb, 8.—No such sensation hag 
occurred in court circles here since the mys 
terious death of the Crown Prince Rudolph 
as that caused by the circumstances sur; 
rounding the deconse of the daughter ano 
the son-in-law of the famous Princess Pauline 
Metternich, When Countess Antoinotte Pas- 
caline Waldsteiag, nee Metternich, was found 
dead in frontof her toilet-tablo, where she 
had fallen while dressing for dinner, it was 
said that she had succumbed to aneurism of 
the heart, Tho young Countess, who was a 
great favorite in Viennese society, had just 
celebrated her 26th birthday. 

Her marriage to young Caopnt Waldstein 
Wartenberg six years ago atthe famous 
Motternich Castle of Johaunesberg had been 
aloye match, and they lived very happily 
together, Her sad fate brought sorrow to 
all who had known her, and when her hus 
band died suddenly at Vienna the other day 
his death was attributed tp his despair at 
losing his charming aud beloved wife. A 
peculiar circumstance was that his land 
steward—an ex-hussar officer, Baron X.,who 
had been bis most intimate friend, died 
about ten days before Count Waldstein. <A 
fow duysago it became known, through the 
indiscretion of Count Waldstein’s valet, thal 
Countess Waldstein had carried on ar 
intrigue with the young Baron, and that pou 
this being discovered she had committed 
suicide with poison to avoid the expo 
sure with which she was threatened. ‘The 
young count fought a duel with his wife's 

- lover in the park of his castle of Dux, in 
Bohemia, a duel which ended fatally for 
both combatants, the Baron dying within 24 
hours; whilst the betrayed husband, who had 
also been severely wounded, managed to 
reach Vieunu, Where be breathed his last a 
wock later, refusing absolutely to ses any of 
his own people or any member of his wife's 
family, He was connected with most of the 
great houses of the Austrian aristocracy. 


Charged with Perjury. 

Hamicron, Feb. 3.—Kobert Nichol, jr., 
the young Seneca farmer against whom th

bflices of Viceroy of Ireland and Lord Chan- 
bellor of England. Tho Catholic Relief Act 

did not impose in so many words disability 
to, hold these offices. It provided that no 
Catholic shuuld be entitled to hold them 
otherwise than us now legally entitled. 

What,” Mr, Gladstone asked, the 
Catholic’s legal position? Before the act of 
1820 every subject was entitled persumably to 
bold any crown office, but Catholics were 

debarred by the Test Act.” Mr. Gladstono 
added that he and a number of good lawyers, 
including the Chief Justice, were not aware 

that thero was any disability except 
the Ttest Act, which was repealed in 
1863. It was contested whether the repeal 

@ffectually qualifled Catholics. Parliament 
when it repealed the Test Act had no specific 
intention to open thoso offices, and it was, 
therefore, bis duty not to be deterred from 
prosecuting. this bill, the object of which was 
simply to remoye an anomaly, whith was 

supposed to exclude, and perhaps did ¢x- 
clude, certain of the Queen's subjects from 
holding certain offices. If the bill was read 
asecond time he proposed to move that it be 
passed through the committee proforma, re- 

serving that substantial .committes .be 
talen after the report of the bill from that 
committee, ; 
Does not Affect Succession to the Crown, 

The bill, Mr, Gladstone said further, did 
not affect the succéssion of ‘the crown be- 
causé the crown was not open to cortpoti- 
tion. Tho Honie Secretary, be added, is 
himself.a Catholic and ho stood as near the 
sovervign as the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
avd nearer than the Viceroy of Ireland. 
Yet nobody disputed his right to Hold “his 
office and he (Gladstone) knew of no obstacle 
against..a.Jov, Mohammedan, Hindoo or 
non-religious person being Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

William Henry Smith asked why Mr, Glad- 
stone's speecli was matle now instead of dur- 
ing the many years he bad held office? 

Mr, Gladstone..xetorted..that be had de- 
livered similar speeches in 1867, 

Mr, Smith replied that Mr. Gladstone then 
was in Opposition, and thatmoreover in 1681 
Mr. Gladstone, in! answering a question ou 
the game subject, said that the Governmont 
did not intend to advocate the abolition of all 
the remaining. religious..checks such as pre- 
yehted ther Chancellor or sovereign being 
Cuttolics, Catholics did ot demand the bill, 

Mr. Smith opposed the bill because it ap 
plied to two persons Only and moved that it 
be read for the second time six months hence. 

After further, debate Mr. Gladstone's 
motion for the secoud reading of the. bill 
now was rejected 256 to 223. 

Iw the division Secretary Mathews and 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt’ abstained 
from yoting. Three Conservatives and nine 
Vationists, including Mr. Chamberlain and Sir 
Heury James, supported the bill, The Irish 
members, including Parnell, voted solidly 
with Gladstone. 

The War Office Criticized, 

There was a sharp debate on the subject of 
tho new magazine rifle, and allegations were 
made amounting almost to a charge of cor- 
ruption in the War Office. . The debate was 
not of a partisan character, Hon. E, Majori- 
banks (Liberal), from the Scotch side of Ber- 
wick, began the attack with a motion that a 
committee be appointed to examine the 
migazine rifle and report upon the reasons 
for its adoption.

_ This was not strong echough to suit Mr, 
Hanbury (Couseryatiye) from Preston, who 
in plain language condemned the way in 
which tho adoption of the new rifle had been 
secured, Of 13 patents connected with the arm 
in question, one Official held 10 in his own 
name. What was needed was not an isolated 
inquiry as to adopt- 
ed, but a thorough reform in the methods of 
tho War Office, It was undesirable, he 
thought, to go into a mere detail of military 
administration aud thereby weaken the full 
responsibility of theoflicials who recommend- 
od the rifle, 

Mr, Hanbury, therefore, moved as an 
amendment that a committeo be appointed 
a to investigate the War Office and recommend 
any reforms that might seem desirable, 

After a sharp debate, in which the War 
Office was severely criticized,the amendment 
was carried by a vote of 108 to 74,

Another Frightfal Mine Disaster in to 
sylvania—Water from An Old Work- 
ing Drowns an Entire Gang. 

HAze.ton, Pa, Feb, 4.—A terrible acci- 
dent whereby 17 mon lost their lives occurred 
at Janesville at 11 o'clock this morning in 
slope No, 10, operated by J.C, Haydon & 
Co, This working is situated immediately 
under the old workings known as No. 8 and 
worked out some five years ago, and which 
were filled with water. The cause of the 
disaster was the drilling of ahole through 
the pillar, which liberated the immense body 
of water confined in the old workings which 
flooded the new workings, drowning all tho 
men in that portion of the mine, 

The news of the disaster created the wild- 
est excitement and the mouth of the slope 
was in less than half an hour surrounded by 
hundreds of men, women and children and 
it was only after the terrible result was 
made plain that none of the entombed men 
were living or could possibly be reached 
until all the water was pumped out of the 
slope that the grief-stricken friends of the un- 
fortunate men could be induced tw go to 
their homes, 

How long it will take to pump the water 
out isa question. Some miners say it will 
take four weeks before the bodies can be 
reached, Others say it will take twice as 
long. 


TORONTO TOPICS. 

Toronto, Feb. 4—At Osgoode Hall 
the motion for a commission to issue to 
Pachuca, Mexico, in the alimony suit of 
Netherton v. Netherton, came up before the 
master in chambers yesterday. The dofend- 
ant wishes to show by witnesses at that town 
that he was never married to the plaintiff, 
but that she was only his mistress, Tho par- 
ties first began living together in Mexico 
when she was but 16 years of age and have 
since continued to live together as man and 
wife until a short time ago, when they separ- 
ated. For some 29 years they have lived in 
Ontario, near Chatham, but the defendant 
now disputes the marriage for the first time, 
The learned master said that he would grant 
an order fora commission to issue but that 
the defendant would have to pay the costs 
incurred by the plaintiff in employing coun- 
sel to act for her there, The order is not to 
issue till the plaintiff writes to the British 
Consul and ascertains what it will cost her to 
employ counsel there, 

A writ was also issued on behalf of 
William Jones against George W. Banks to 
recover some $1352, which it is alleged the 
defendant collected for, but failed to pay 
over to, the plaintiff. The plaintiff also 
claims $200 damages for wrongful detention,

Lonpon, Feb, 4.—Although the weather 
has moderated, the authorities of Paris con- 
tinue the supply of soup, free of charge to 
the destitute, Great boilers, each contain- 
ing from 1000 to 1200 bowls of soup are 
emptied severaj times a day at the refuge in 
the Champs d'Mars. The number now out 
of work in Paris, not including habitual de- 
pendents on charity, is estimated at seventy- 
five thousand.

JOANA, Jaya, Feb, 4.—Tho Chinese quarter 
has been entirely wrecked and the European 
quarter rendered almost uninhabitable.

Only a Modernto Improvement 
in the State of Trnde. 


Keported 
New Yonrkx, Feb, 6.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s show only moderate improve- 
ment in the state of general trade, Recont 
ill-founded reports of a much larger volume 
of trade last month than in Jan., 1890, are 
best answered with our report of bank clear- 
ings for Jan., 1891, which show a decrease as 
compared with the like month a year ago, 
Tho decrease at New York and other eastern 
cities is due to reduced railway share specu- 
lation, Interrupted telegraphic communica- 
tion and only a moderate volume of general 
trade. Reports from 55 cities furnish a total 
of $4,959,915,421 or 6 per cent. less than in 
Jan.,1800, and only a little more than in 
Jan., 1889. 

The money market continues particularly 
easy aud rates for funds both at New York 
and generally elsewhere throughout the 
country are practically unchanged. There 
isa better demand ata few points west but 
the banks appear to be supplied. Mercan- 
tile collections are only fairly prompt. The 
iron industry shows no improvement beyond 
the fact that itis no worse. Consumers are 
not anticipating wants and prices, while un- 
changed, tend to weakness Anthracite 
conlis rather more unfavorably situated. 
Leading producers exceeded thre allotted out- 
put in January and are restricted to producing 
2,000,000 tons in February. Meanwhile cold 
weathor appears to lock staying powers and 
the marketis dull and weak except at the 
Northwest. Copper is firm and unchanged, 
and lumber and leather are in only steady 
demand at former prices, Gainsin the dis- 
tribution of general merchandise are notice- 
able at Chicago, St. Paul, Omaha and Kan-

The Deepast Lake in the World, 


By far the deepest lake known in the 
world is Lake Baikal, in Siberia, which is 
every way comparable to tho great Canadi- 
an lakes as regards size ; for, while its area 
is over 9000 equare miles, making it about 
equal to Erie in superficial extent, its-en- 
ormous depth of between 4000 and 4500 feet 
makes the volume of its waters almost equal 
to that of Lake Superior. Although its 
surface is 1350 feet above the sea level, ite 
bottom is nearly 3000 feet below it. The 
Caspian Lake, or sea, as it is usually called, 
bas a depth in its southern basin of over 
3000 feet. Lake Maggiore Is 3000 feet 
deep. Lake Como nearly 2000 feet deep, 
and Lago-di-Garda, another Itvlian lake, 
has a depth in certain places of 1900 feet. 
Lake Constance is over 1000 feet deep. and 
Huron and Michigan reach depths of 900 
and 1000 feet.

On coming forward the hon, gontloman 
cheering. He modestly remarked that he 
was greoted with cheers, We bave 


been told, said he, within the last four years 
that new light has come upon the men who 
are opposed to us; that they have discovered 
anew gospel. In 1878, in 1582 and in 1887 
they went up and down this country de- 
nouncing the corruption and bribery of the 
Governmunt of the day, declaring that our 
manufacturers were robbers and that our 
great public works were undertaken for 
morely corrupt purposes. A)l this has passed 
by and we are told to-day that the issue now 
before the people of Canada is to be decided 
on the one question of our trade relations with 
the United States, Well, we are ready for 
the fight on the issuo of our trade relations 
with that country, and itis to explain that 
issue that we are here on this platform to- 
night, To show that this Issue is by no means 
a now one with the Conservative party, I shall 
briefly refer to the relations that have 6x- 
isted between the two countries in the past. 


Diplomatic Relations Since 1854, 


The treaty of 1854 was consummated and 
puton the statute book by the statesman 
who now leads the destinies of this country, 

Tn 1866, when the good and beneficial rela- 
tions following tho treaty of 1554 ceased to 
exist by the action of tho United States, it 
was the same statesman who urged upon the 
United States to reconsider their rash deci- 
sion to sunder the happy relations which 
then existed between the to countries, but 
he appealed in vain. ‘ 

In 1568, underthe guidance of the same 


statesman, an Act was put upon the 
statute book to testify for all time 
to come our willingness, on a moment's 


notice of the willingness of the United 
States, to have a fair interchange of natural 
products between the two countries, 

In 1871 a treaty was made and carried 
through the Parliament by Sir John Mac- 
donald, giving a large measure of reciprocity 
in various interests, in addition to those of a 
commercial character, 

When our American friends put an end to 
that treaty in 1885 the same statesman, con- 
tinuing to exhibit his desire to maintain 
friendly relations with the Republic, left 
open to the Americaus our fisheries on the 
Atlantic for six months beyond the right. 
They had renounced their right to use 
them on the promise of President Cleve- 
land that he would recommend to 
Congress a commission to consider 
all the relations between the two 
countries, His promise was fulfilled in a 
certain sense, Hg made bis recommendation 
and Congress declared it was a project un 
worthy of receiving a single dollar of public 
money from the United States, 

In i888 a delegate appointed by the same 
statesman went to the United States and 
offered them reciprocity, offered to discuss 
it in the broadest sense of the word; he 
asked the Americans to discuss the whole 
question with us, and that offer was abso- 
lutely declined on the partof the United 
States. 

Now, that is our record on the reciprocit 
question, but you have yet to fird a ingle 
line in the statute books of Canada put there 
by «a Reform administration. (Applause.] 
During this time what was the policy 
of our opponents? Well, it was not broadly 
different from our own. In 1878 Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was asked to state his policy with re- 
gard-to the United States. He said: “We 
are willing to trade with any country we 
can.” Inthesame year Sir Richard Cart- 
wright expressed himself on this same ques- 
tion. He stated that while reciprocity was 
desirable Canada was not in such a state of 
subjection to the United States that she can’t 
live without that country. Sir Richard 
stated that we had guns and sbips and we 
would carry ‘the war into Africa. Canada 
would find new markets for herself. Nothing 
was more certain, said Sir Richard at that 
time, to bring about uorestricted reciprocity 
than to lead the people of the United States to 
believe that Canada could not get along with- 
out them. Whata pity Sir Richard had for- 
gotten his words of 1878! What a pity ho 
had forgotten his statements that Canada 
could alford to live without reciproctty with 
the United S*ates! 

Well, now, what is the cry that comes up 
from the Reformers to-day? They state that 
we hav® stolen their clothing, They said 
that while they were in bathing we ran off 


with their clothes. ([Laughter.) Stolen 
their clothing! Down to 1878 we all wore 
the same clothing There was no difference 


between the two parties as to reciprocity 
But while we all wore the same clothing 
thon, today the clothing of the Reform lead 


ers is Variogated indeed, every trip they take 
to Washington adding new colors to their 
attire. (Laughter.] One day it is com- 


mercial union; another day it is unrestrict 
ed reciprocity, and then again we find it 
poder the guise of continental free trade. 


The Government's Policy 


What exactly is our policy to-day? I will 
tell you. A little over threo months ago it 
transpired that negotiations were being en- 
tortained by the United States for making a 
treaty of reciprocity with 
Newfoundland. These nogotiations have not 
yet ripened into a treaty, but 
proceoding on lines which wero 
asfarns they went, lines

dence of the people of this country 

Iam sorry to seo that Mr, Laurier is going 
about the country declaring that we have 
exacted such hard conditions against the 
American fishermen that wo have alienated 
the good-will of the people alongside us, We 
have done no more than uphold the uudoubt- 
ed rights of Canadians—{applause)—and those 
undoubted rights, whether on the Atlantic 
or on the Bebring Sea, wo are determined, 
with the help of Great Britain, to sustain to 
the last, (Cheers.) Great Britain bas de- 
clared over and over again that we were 
strictly witbin our rights in regard to every- 
thing that was dope about the Atlantic fish- 
erics, When our people were refused plain 
justice at the hands of the ,American execu- 
tive wo went to the bar of the Supreme 
Court of their own country and appealed 
against that injustice, [Applause,)] When the 
Reformers tell us, then, that we havo 
done all we could to break up the good 
neighborhood between the two countries, you 
will bear in mind that we have done only 
that for which every citizen of the United 
States would have despised us if we hadn't 
done, A yplause, } 

Now shall tell you a few things that our 
policy does not mean. In the first place our 
policy of reciprocity does not mean that 


Canada is to lose control of her own 
tariff or the regulation thereof. It does 
not mean that the Government has yet 


arrived at the position that, in matters of 
trade, it is prepared to discriminate against 
the parent country, [Applause.) Nor does 
it mean direct taxation. Direct taxation is 
no part of our policy, If you want Canada 
to lose control of her tariff, if you want to 
seo Canada discriminate against Gseat 
Britain, lam sorry to say you will have to 
vote against the candidates who reprerent 
the Government of this country to-day 
(Cries of *‘Never.”) Our policy does not mean 
the granting of a practical monopoly of trade 
of Canada to the cities of the American sea- 
board. It does not mean the surrender of 
the National Policy under which the indus- 
tries of this country have been built up, It 
does not mean that for the bevefit of Ameri- 
can labor the industries of Canada shall be 
pulled down and scattered to the winds. 

Our opponents say we are Koing to fail in 

etting reciprocity with the United States. 
Vell, our policy may fail If it does fail it 
will be becauso Sir Richard Cartwright 
and his followers have put on record whole 
volumes toprovo that bankruptcy awaited this 
country if it did not get reciprocity with the 
States. It will foil, if it fails at all, because 
of the cloud of witnesses he has produced to 
belittle this country, to prove to the Ameri- 
cans that this country can be starved into 
submission. These men have opposed every 
concession which friendly congressmen and 
senators were willing to make to Canada in 
the fear that it might do Canada some good, 
and Canada has lost the benefit of concessions 
which have been made to her through the 
tactics of these emissaries to Washington. 

In conclusion, let me say something about 
the American press. From now till the elec- 
tion you will find every kind of statement 
quoted from the American newspapers 
against us, They haye lately solicited Mr. 
Blaine to come out and declare that no nego- 
tiations have been made towards reciprocity 
with Canada, They havo solicited The New 
York Tribune and have got it to coifié out 
and declare against everything but unre- 
stricted reciprocity. They will _pres- 
ently declare that Sir John Macdonald 
can never get any concession for Canada, 
that unless you place Sir Richard in power 
there is no hope of anything being done for 
Canada, Beware of tricks and intrigues of 
that character, We appeal to our Canadian 
fellow-citizens, and if hey sustain us in the 
policy I have stated to-night, the negotiations 
which will be begun in March on fair lines 
of interchange that will bo beneficial to both 
countries, those negotiations will be carried 
out, In those negotiations you will find it 
necessary to send no United States Senator 
from Ontario, (Laughter and loud cheering.) 

The Minister of Finance, 

Hon, George E. Foster of New Brunswick 
opening congratulated the young men 
on their organization. His part of the 


proceedings was to place before his hearers 
somo of the other issues now before tho 
country. The motto for the campaign (more 
appropropriate now than ever) was Canada 
for the Canadians. [Cheers.) Never before 
had the spectacle been seen of the chiefs of 
a party (Reform) singing their songs of 
ruin in this country and going to our 
neighbors for the aid and comfort and plan 
of argument for carrying on their crusade in 
Canada, 

Sir Riclmrd Cartwright had declared time 
after time that our country was ina state 
of arrested development, that our people 
were poorer, and toiling for nothing. Gold- 
win Smith a few nights agoin Toronto had 
told the Governor-General to quit this coun- 
try; and upheld the idea of our going into 
the American union, For this speech he 
had the thanks of the Young Liberals and 
the approval of The Globe, [(Hisses.) But 
theso men were only beating tom-toms in 
order to induce the general showers of office, 

One answer he could give to them were 
extracts from their own friends. Oliver 
Mowat bad said not long ago that the percen- 
tage of incronse in Canada was greater than 
tbat of the United States. George W, Ross 
had said in L888: “Canadians are a peaceful, 
happy and contented people.” Mr. Drury, 
Minister of Agriculture, had said, ‘‘Notwith- 
standing the great enterprise of the Ameri- 
cans, Canada can show as much progress as 
they can."" The Globe in 1890 bad said the 
trade situation was sound and much more to 
the same effect 

Sir Ricbard Cartwright bad said Canada 
was retrograding, was going to ruin and that 
unrestricted reciprocity was the cure. Like 
the quack be had first to persuade the pub- 
lic that they were ill before he could sell them 
his nortrum 

What was the answer to this mournful pic- 
ture of Sir Richard? Tho oredit of Canada 
was signer in the British money market than 
that of any other colony. Our last loan had 
been placed at 5 per cent, the lowest ever 
obtained by acolony. Our 3 per conts brought 
Inore than 3)4’s of other colonies. Sir Rich- 
nrd placed his last loan at 4 percent, In 
spite of Sir Kichard’s story of ruin our na- 
tional debt carried hardly per 
cent, Our national debt was being lowered 
though we bad been building railways, can- 
als and otber works. Last year our annual 
expenses had beon reduced by a million. 
Our revenue is buoyant; it was not tho 
case whon Sir Richard was in power. In Sir 
Richard's time our public works carned 
four millious; now they earned eight mil 
jons, 

‘The surplus last year was over three mil- 
lions; in Sir Richard's time it had a minus

My momory of him dates back five yours 
lacking four months, Leaw him in May, 
1886, opon his Parliament, which ails once

function began. King Kalakaua read his 
speech first in Hanaka, thenin English. Ho 
talked of increasing the kingdom by the 
acquisition of further territory ; he more 
than hinted of a Polynesian Oonfederacy 
of which he should bechief. Ho commend- 
ed the advisability ofa loan for *‘enter- 
prises of an exceptional and important 
character, such as immigration and internal 
improvemont.”” Three years later I saw 
the effort that Kalakaua made to “increase 
his kingdom,’’ 1 saw his navy onter the 
harbor of Apia, and his Plenipotentiary 
take up his abodoin his rather dignified 
ambassadorial residence. But the navy 
cousisted of one small ship; and when the 
men declined to do ordinary naval dutice, 
and went off ot the Tivoll Hotel and got 
very drunk, the Confederacy of Polynesia 
seemed in dangor—particularly when the 
Samoans and the European residents pub 
an ond to the joke by advising the Pleni- 
potontlary to go home. So it befell that 
King Kalakaua never enlarged his king- 
dom; but it remains unto this day com- 
posed of elght islands, one of whichis the 
celebrated Molokal, the Land of the Leper. 

When one was listening to King Kala. 
kaua reading his speech onedid not feel how 
unnecessarily ponderous the whole proceed- 
ings were. His majesty had presence ond 
dignity, and the Queen carried herself with 
a sense of position and responsibility. One 
almost forgot among the foreign Ministers 
and Consuls assembled—American, Rus- 
sian, Japanese, Chinese, French, English, 
etc.—that this was really a toy kingdom, 
and thatits total population was only about 
80,000, of whom scarcely more than half 
were natives. One did not think till after 
wards how full of meaning were the King’s 
words regarding immigration. Then it was 
remembered that in sixty five years civil- 
ization has slaughtered more than two- 
thirds of the native population. In 1823 
there were 142,050 natives on the island ; 
in 1586 there were 40,000. Thus King 
Kalakaua reigned over a population half 
native, half European and Oriental. There 
were in Hawall when I saw it 17,000 Ohina- 
mon and 6,000 Portuguese. The King’s 
sympathies haye always been most with the 
Americans—perhaps because the bulk of 
the trade of his islands has been with the 
United States. He eurrounded himself 
with American officers of state, he encour- 
aged American customs. Some change has 
come of late in this matter, but not sufli- 
ciently marked to warrant a statement that 
American influence has declined. 

In person, as nrany Englishmen will re- 
member, King Kalakaua was nob remark- 
ably distinguished ; but he was intelligent, 
affable in manner, a good organizer and ad- 
ministrator, and hospitable to a singular de- 
gree. Every morving in Honolulu one 
could hear his band, under a German 
leader, playing in the Palace grounds, while 
his Majesty entertained—and entertained 
well—passing strangers who came accredit- 
ed or the officers of the men of-war in port. 
In the several attempts that have been 
made to drive Kalakaua from his throne the 
dusky monarch has been found too adroit 
for his opponents, He broke the back of 
more than one revolution, and was person- 
ally popular,despite the opposition of what 
is known as the Missionary party. My 
memory of him personally is of a man of 
great good-nature, adaptability, and nerve,

In a apsech at Islington (London) on Oc- 
tober 25th, 1887; Mr. Chamberlain said ; 
This would be his Jaat speech before 
leaving for American, Mr, Chamberlain de- 
clared, so he would refer to another tole- 
gram stating that the Toronto Globe had 
commented upon some words in one of his 
speechesin Ulster, construting them into 
an insult to all Canadians. ‘There was a 
great misapprehension of his meanitg, 
What he had said was that thére wasa great 
part of Canada saseking Commeroclal Union 
with the United States, which would prac- 
tically mean free trade botween Canada 
andthe United States, whileat the same 
time Osnada “was to continuo to impose 
protective duties on imports from the 
Mother Country. Canada was to give 
preference. to every article of manu- 
facture from the United Slates 
over mauufactures from Great Bri- 
tain, He had sald that if tho people ot 
Canada desired an arrapgement of that 
kind he did not doubt that they would be 
able to secure it. He did not thiok any- 
body. in England, would attempt sugh an 
arraugement by foroe, bub he had remark- 
that in that case all the advantages of the 
slender ties which still bound Canada to Kng- 
land would disappear as far as England was 
concerned, and it was not likely that the 
people of Great Britain would continue 
much longer to'saustaln the obligations and 
responsibilities of a relationship, all the ro- 
ciprocal benefits of which has been with- 
drawo. Sohe had said that commercial 
union of this kind, if It ever came about, 
would be the first step towards signal and 
practical separation. That was a matter of 
fact, He could not concelye how any human 
being with a grain of reagon could deem 
that there was anything wrong in this state- 
ment, (Hear, hear.) Ho was not sorry for 
the occasion to make this reference,

I have information of a very positive kind 
that Mr. Blaine is woll aware that the 1lm- 
perlal Government will under no circum:

In tho North pigeons have long been used 
to convey messages between country houses 
and market towns, and in Russia they are 
now being employed to convey negatives 
of photographs taken in balloons, The 
first experiment of the kind was made from 
the cupoln of the Cathedral of Isunc, and 
the subject photographed was the Winter 
Palace. The plates wero packed in envelopes 
imponetrable to light, aud then tied to the 
foot of the pigeons, which safely and quick- 
ly carried them to the station at Volkovo, 
Here is another interesting instance of speed 
and staying power, The pigeons in question 
flew from Bordeaux to Manchester, and not 
only beat all existing records, but few more 
than 70 miles further thao anything pre- 
viously attempted by English fliers. The 
winning bira flew at the rate of 1,879 yards 
a minute or over 64 miles ao hour, and that 
for a distance of 1424¢ miler, The same 
club has flown birds distances of 613 and 
625 miles. These latter, however, were 
several days in returning, and in their case 
the only wonder is that they could accom- 
plish the distance at all. The following is 
still more interesting, as it eutailed a race 
between birds and insects. A _ pigeon 
fancier of Hamme, in Westphalia, madea 
auger that a dozen bees liberated three 
miles from their hive would reach it in 
better time than’’a dozen pigeons would 
reach their cot from the same distance. 
The competitors were given wing at Rhyn- 
bern, a village nearly a league from Hamme, 
and the first bee finished a auarter’of ao 
minute in advance ot the first pigeon, three 
other bee rtagho oieSiieel! before_the 
second pigeon, the main body of both de- 
tacbments finishiog almost simultaneously 
an instant or two later. The bees, too, may 
be said to have been handicapped io the 
race, having been rolled in flour before 
starting for purposes. of identification,—

A CIRCULAR FROM O'BRIEN, 


He Roviews the Situation at Length — His 
Suggestions, 


Lonpon, Feb 1L.—William O’Brien has 
issued a long statement on the Irish situa 
tion. Hesays; “In an otherwise difficult 
position the delegates to America had the 
advantage that they were free from heat of 
partisanship and could offer themselves as 
mediators. The experionce of the past five 
weeks gathered from personal interviews, 
letters and newspapers of all sides complete- 
ly confirms the conviction that only a hearty 
re-union can save the Irish cause. It is my 
duty to solemnly declare that no difficulty 
has existed which alittle more sacrifice of 
personal feelings on both sides might uot 
have surmounted.” 

Mr. O’Brien oxplains that thoidea of a 
public truce was abandoned because both 
sides declared it was impossible and no use 
ful purpose would follow the publishing of 
the details of the negotiations. Therefore it 
had been decided to regard the negotiations 
as confidental, Mr. O'Brien thinks, however, 
that mone of the parties concerned will sori- 
ously question that upon the main points 
contended for on both sides a substantial 
agreement was established.- ‘‘ I canuot too 
strongly express,” continues Mr. O’Brien, 
“with what feelings we found a settlement 
so vital shipwrecked at the last 
moment by mere contests of words and 
plrases—contests which with a little more 
magunanimity and less suspiciousness on both 
sides might easily have been arranged and 
which to my mind offer a shockingly inado-. 
quate excusd for committing the country toa 
struggle involving consequences so appalling 
We are hampered at every step. Not niere- 
ly by the malignant tittle-tattle and giddy 
mischief-inaking of a section of the English 
press but by the more serious impediments 
placed in our way by responsible persons, who 
under the influence of some extraordinary 
infatuation have seemed to grudgo every 
hour devoted to peace-making and to resent 
every attempt to give a less barbarous 
character to the conflict.” 

In conclusion Mr, O'Brien says one of the 
saddest things in this tragic busiuess is that 
circumstances have rendered it impossible § 
give organized effect to the overwhelming 
public longing for a reconciliation, 
while the field is held by heated 
partisans, who, impelled by motives which ] 
do not question, but who are fatally deceived 
as to their own and their opponents’ strength, 
and the consequences of continued discord, 
have done their worst by exasperating 
language and insulting suspicions 
scarcely veiled threats and rum- 
ors and intrigues to make the 
work of peacemaking impossible.” Con- 
tinuing, Mr. O'Brien said; ‘ The irre- 
concilables of all sections have carried 
the day, Mr. Dillon and myself can 
no longer stand between thom and their de- 
plorable work. Wesbould baye been more 
sensitive to the obloquy we incur by refusing 
to participate in such a conflict had we ever 
shrunk from a conflict with Ireland's 
enemies. We can do nothing more 
till we have recovered freedom of action by 
getting through with the sentence standing 
againstus, On the expiration of that term 
1 sball be happy to submit myself 
to the judgment of my  constitu- 
ents, aud if I cannot otherwise assist 
Ican enable them to commit thoir interests 
to other hands.” Mr. O'Brien expressed the 
hope that the inevitable conflict forced upon 
the country may be conducted without per- 
sonal bitterness and degrading personalities, 
so that when the unhappy passions of the 
hour have exhausted themselves all may 
again co-operate in the nation’s cause. 

A Statement by Dillon, 

Mr. Dillon in a shorter statement admits he 
had been largely influenced to mediate by the 
action of Parnell’s most prominent opponents,

On 
this at least you may congratulate your. 
self. ‘Tho country has recovered considerably 
from its painful distraction and pani 
and the controversy to a 
plane whoreon unless it sinks again it can be 
conducted without national humiliation and 
discredit, although I regret to havo perceived 
in tho last fow days the existence, in quarters 
where one might have least expected it, a 
spirit breathing the deadliest hostility to 
peace. But whatever side true Irishmen 
take they owe you thanks for your bene- 
ficent offorts. I am sure that the country 
will agree that you have acted throughout in 
tho spirit of a true patriot. 
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O'Brien and Dillon Leave for England 
To-Day.

MONTREAL’S BIG BLAZE. 


The Bonaventure Station Bulldings and 
Freight Sheds Totally Destroyed, 

MONTREAL, Feb, 11.—Fire broke out this 
morning at 11 o'clock in the Grand Trunk 
Railway freight sheds at Bonaventure 
station, and by noon the whole building 
with all its contents was completely de- 
stroyed, the fire cuding only when it had 
burned itself out with all the material with- 
in its reach, Tho flames werd first noticed 
bursting from the windows of the customs 
department. The sheds, which extended 
parallol with thi@@jtracks from the station 
down to Mountain-street, being of wood scon 
caught fire allulong their length and gave out 
so fierce a heat that the hose was burned 
even while filled with water. When the 
firemen entered the building they found two 
men, J. B. Fiynn aud C. T, Tough, who bad 
become unconscious from the smoke.

Wunpsor, Feb. 1L—Fire broke out at mid- 
night last night at Sandwich, in-ear part 
of Lassaline & Sons’ furniture factory and 
storerooms, a two-story frame on the front 
stroet. ‘The postoflice, which was separated 
from the furniture factory by a 29 foot alley, 
caught fire and was totally burned together 
with all its contents, except the mail matter, 
which was carried out, The furniture fac- 
tory and contents were also burned to the 
ground.

Iam happy to state that a considerable ad- 
vance bas been made since the last session of 
the Legislature towards a settlement of most 
of the long-ponding differences betweon the 
Proyinco and the Dominion, Ata recent 
conference which took place between my 
Goyerninont and the representatives of tho 
Governments of the Dominion and Quoboc, 
definite arrangements were made for an ar- 
bitration to settle questions of account, and 
for referring to tho courts in friendly ac-

mont of most of these matters during the 
present year may reasonably be expected. 
A bill ag to the proposed arbitration will be 
laid before you. 

Tregret that the Government of Quebec 
rétains its old attitude with respect to the 
Land Improvement Fund, and in view of the 
continued delay and of the arrangements 
effectod for the amicable settlement by ar- 
bitration and otherwise of most of the other 
questions in which the two Provinces are in- 
terested, I comment to your consideration 
the propriety of now paying over to the 
municipalities concerned the share charge 
able against this Province without waiting 
longer for a settlement of the balance which 
is claimed to be chargeable as the share of 
Quebec, 

Iam greatly pleased to observe the increas- 
ing interest which is taken in improved 
methods of agriculture as evinced by the 
marked success which attends the sessions of 
farmers’ institutes and by the growing de- 
mand for the reports and bulletins of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, 

I take pleasure in directing your at- 
tention tothe work done in promoting the 
public health. Through the operations of the 
Provincial Board, the dissemination of sani- 
tary literature and the increasing efficiency 
of local boards, emidemic disease bas beep 
notably less, and an impetus has been given 
to the construction of public waterworks 
and sewage systems. Toaid efilcient work 
of a scientific nature, a laboratory has been 
established, in cvnnection witb the Provin- 
cial Hoard, for investigations into the causes 
of disease. <A bill will probably be laid be- 
fore you supplying some defects, ascertained 
by experience, in the present statutory pro- 
visions, respecting the Boards of Health, 

It having recently been ascertained beyond 
doubt that the province immense 
deposits of nickel, a metal which is likely 
to be of great economic use and value 
in the immodiate future, my advisers 
deemed the time opportune for making 
BOme in the laws relating 
to the sale of mining lauds; and a part of the 
districts of Algoma and Nipissing in and near 
the nickel-bearing region was withdrawn 
from sale and location until you could be 
consulted.

During the recess I issued a commission to 
inquire into the subject of prison reform, and 
another into the subject of the fish and game 
laws.

No More Runaway Horses. 





A Chicagoan Who Stops or Starts His Toam 
by Electricity. 


Cuicaco, Feb. 9.—A carriage drawn by 
a pair of spirited horses, that dashed north 
on St. Clare street yesterday afternoon at 
a furious gallop, mado pedestrians halt in 
anxiety for the welfare of the one passen- 
ger who satin the vehicle. No driver was 
on the box and the lines hung slack on the 
horses. A block had been traversed when, 
for no apparent cause, the plunging horses 
threw themeeclves on their haunches and 
came to a sudden standstill. The man in- 
side opened the carriage door, stepped out 
with a smile on his face and said; ** Don’t 
you think it works pretty well ?” 

It was a liveryman who claims to have 
invented a ‘press the button” electrical 
contrivance by which a runaway team may 
be stopped Instantly. Beneath the driver's 
box a two-volt dry battery is located, in the 
top of which are inserted three copper pegs 
that project from the ends of the lines. 
Ranning inside the lines are copper wires 
forming a circuit through the horses’ noses 
by small polished balls of aluminum which 
press lightly against the inner sides of the 
nostrils, The circuit is opened and closed 
by means of two buttons, one of which can 
be operated by the driver. Should he be 
thrown from his seat before he can press 
the button, another button located beneath 
the seat inside the carriage can be operated 
by the occupant. 

In addition to his device for stopping 
rufaway teams the inventor has made an 
electrical stimulator for starting lazy or 
balky horses and giving them “‘atyle.” 
This is operated through the lines also, the 
current belng applied tothe horses’ sides 
by copper plates in the back band.

. How Fata Are Assimilated. 

Prof. H. Stewart says on this question, 
I have some physiological evidence related 
to my own experience, which explains how 
it is that tho fats of the food find their 
way tothe udder of a cow, When study- 
ing medicine in a European College the 
use of cod liver oil came prominently into 
practice asa remedy in consumption of the 
lungs. It was thought that the iodine in 
it was the most active agent in the remedy 
and the English Royal Association insti- 
tuted some very exhaustive experiments to 
investigate this matter. The results 
reached, after a long series of tests, were 
that fats given in food were not digested, 
but were formed into an emulsion in the 
intestines with the prancreatic fluid, and 
were absorbed directly into the blood, by 
which they were distributed through the 
system, and this is now universally accept- 
ed in medical practice, ~And this is most 
fully corroborated by common practice in 
feeding farni animals. The fats in the 
food not only find their way with the 
blood to the udder, but go to form the 
very small globules in the milk, and 
also in the other fat deposited in other 
parts of tho system. To this fact we 
owe tho softuess of some fats, as of the 
lard of pigs fed on beech nuts, tho oil of 
which is very thin and fluid; also the color 
of the fats, as the tallow of beoves and the 
butter of cows; and the hardness of them; 
and it is to this very fact that are due the 
white color of butter made from buck- 
wheat bran, tho hardness of butter made 
from bran cr middliogs, or of cotton-seed 
meal;and the softness and bad flavor of 
linseed meal butter, and the fino textur 
yollowness and high flavor of corn-moa, 
butter, 

This would give a food valuo to the 8,000 
pounds of milk equal to 2,000 pounds of 
meat, At 25 pounds of milk to 1 pound of 
butter it would make 320 pounds of butter, 
and the skimmed milk would grow 40¢ 
pounds of pork, Looked at from any 
standpoint, the disparity in product be- 
tweon the cow and the steer is very great, 
and tho interesting question to be solved is, 
what is tho difference in amount of food re 
quired to produce a pound of product ia 
the cow and the steor!?

ted Ihe policeman who found the woman 
oust have reached the spot whilo tho mur- 
derer was only a few yards away, for tho 
victim's logs were still twitching nervously 
and hor eyos were still rolling when the officer 
bont over her, 

A man has been arrested on suspicion of 
having murdered her. He is miserably clad 
but of refined appoarance. No blood stains 
wore found on him, Ho is held for examina- 
tion 

The spot where the murdored womans body 
was found was pota stone's throw from a 
police station, Upon being questioned by bis 
superior officer, the policeman who found the 
body said that in addition to the nervous 
twitching of the lips and rolling of the oyes, 
the woman's limbs were moving when he 
found her. The wound across the murdered 
woman's throat was ovidently caused by a 
sbarp powerful stroke and nothing can shake 
the belief of the police but that for the ap- 
proach of somo pedestrian, possibly the 
policeman who found the body, the victim 
would have been mutilated in a manner 
similur to that of other Whitechapel mur- 
ders. 

A woman bas identifled the remains of the 
victim as those of a woman naned Frances, 
who was one of many upfortunates that 
haunted Whitechapel district, The witness 
says she left the Frauces woma n early in the 
morning in the company of aman who had 
tke appeayauce of a sailor. This man had 
struck and insulted the witness on her refus- 
ing to accept his olfer of a half crown to ac- 
company him, She did not like his looks and 
advised the Frances woman to have nothing 
to do with him.

wholesale. When a whole country side is 
mortgaged up to the handle and the whole 
people rise in rebellion against paying in- 
terest, or principal or rent, what can the 
money lenderado? Why they are abso- 
lutely helpless. If there is any benefit In 
closer trade rolations with a people in such 
a plight, by all means let us trade ; but the 
idea of such trade belng a panacoa for our 
own commercial woes, brought on, or rather 
aggravated by our own bad management 
and unbusiness like methods, js too ridicul- 
ous for anything !

A Grit Device. 

The Grits sre stooping to all sorts of de- 
vices in support of their claim that the N. 
P. has proved prejadicial to the industrial 
clarsee. In Toronto recently the wire- 
pullers went so far as to organize a proces- 
sion of the unemployed, in which by actual 
count there were 168 men. Everybody 
knows that there must of necessity be a 
certain number out of work during the 
winterseason. Itis no new thing and it 
has no significance whatever, beyond the 
fact that it is impossible to pureue certain 
lines of employment durlng the inclement 
season, This is true of all countries, in 
Free Trade England, two or three days 
of frost is sufficient to throw hundreds out 
of employment, and the menare to be seen 
in lengthy processions parading street after 
street and singing :— 

** We've got no work to do; 

We've got no work to do; 
We're honest men but we're all froze out, 
And we've got no work to do!” 


That is a scene which can be observed on 
almoet any severe day through the winter 
in London, and no industrial centre in the 
world is without such experiences. They 
are deplorable, but they are usually, as in 
the case of Toronto, chargeable to nothing 
save climatic conditions, 

Tho Chicago Herald devotes four columus 
daily to the portrayal of the appalling des- 
titution that prevails in that city. We have 
no space for more than some of the head- 
ings of its reports, which are as follows : 

**In Sad Need of Help.—Thousands are 
Hungry and Cold.—Many Touching Oases 
Where Deserving People are Struggling to 
Secure the bare Necessaries of Life Discov- 
ered by the Herald's Relief Corps.—Are in 
Desperate Straite.—Men Seeking for Work 
While Their Families are Starving.—Ohil- 
dren Crying for Food,—Relief Afforded a 
Worthy Family Which Was on the Verge 
of Starvation, In Utter Want and Misery.— 
Many Families on the North Side are Suf- 
fering the Pangs of Hunger.” 

These headings are taken at random irom 
one issue of the above Chicago paper. The 
Rochester, Buffalo, New York, Philadel- 
phia and Detrolt papers reveal a@qcarcely 
less deplorable state of affairs amoninghe 
poor of those and neighboring cities. 
Read, now, the summing up of a long ar: 
ticle in a recent issue of the Detroit Sun, 
in which the prevaleuce of poverty in ally 
the large cities was pointed out : . 

‘The poverty in all our great centres of 
civilization, as well as throughout the land- 
lord and mortgaged-cursed frontiera, is year 
by year growing more terrible and more 
general, 

“There have been 2,650 foreclosures of 
farm mortgoges in Kansas during the past 
six months, = < 

‘In the city of New York there are over 
150,000 people who earn less than 60 cents 
aday. Thousands of this number are poor 
zirls who work from 11 to 16 hours a day. 

ast year there were over 23,000 families 
forcibly evicted in that city, owing to their 
inability to pay their rent. One personin 
every ten who died in New York in 1889 
was buried in the potter's field. Those 
are facts which may well give rise to anx- 
ious thoughts,”’ 

We in Canada sometimes think that we 
have reached the bedrock of depression, but 
no large number of our people have ever 
yot experienced anything like the hardships 
that aro the daily portion of tens of thou- 
sands of the poorer classes in the Rich 
Man’s Republic. Along with the growth 
of a large pauper class in the United States 
there has taken place a remarkable concen- 
tration of wealth in a few hands, If the 
average dally per capita production of 
wealth in Canada is slightly under that in 
the United States, distribution {s more 
equitably made. The few do not get rich 
20 rapidly here, bub the many live better 
than in the United States. The average 
man in Canada enjoys more of the conven- 
ience and comforts of life than his Amer- 
ican fellow,

In addition to 
this, leading British Conservatives’ and 
prominent cdlonists have’ been during tho 
week in consultation as to some fiscal ar- 
rangement for improving the relations be- 
tiveen Great Britain and the * preater 
Britains,” but no satisfactory land has yet 
beon evolved, While England offers free 
trade to a}jl the world, she has nothing to 
@ifer to the colonies in the way of compen- 
sation for special exemptions to British 
trade.

A Hospital in Rochester Falls a Victim to

Rocuester, Feb, 15,—At 11.20 to-night a 
night watchman at Bt, Mary's R. C, Hospi- 
tal discovered tho eastern wing of tho 
hospital to be on fire. A general 
alarm was sent in and firemen respouded 
promptly. There were 250 patients, 19 nuns 
and a large number of employes in 
the building, but so for as is 
known all were taken out uninjured.

To-lay is the golden jubilee of Mother 
Hieronymo, who has just completed ber 50th 
year as a professed nun and who founded the 
hospital. The ocedsion was to have been 
celebrated with much ceremony to-morrow. 


Fire in the New York Postofiice--Two 
Newsboys Badly Burned. 

New York, Feb, 15.—At 10,30 o'clock last 
night, while the clerks in the Mail-street side 
of tho postoffice were receiving and dis- 
tributing mails from the steamer Celtic, the 
electric lights were suddenly extinguished. 
A moment afterwards smoke puffed up from 
below and that end of the building rapidly 
filled with dense smoke. The engine and dy- 
namo rooms adjoined each other, in them the 
fire was burning. It is thought the electric 
wires became crossed and set fire to the 
wood-work. After an hour’s hard work the 
fire was extinguisbed, The damage done is

Queen of the Hawaiian Islands... 

HonoLuu, Hawail, via steamer to San 
Francisco, Feb. 15.—Workmen were busily 
engaged in preparation for welcoming King 
Kalakaua, who was expected to return from 
the United States improved in health 
when the United States steamer Charleston 
was sighted early Thursday morning Jan. 29. 
Decorations and arches of welcome have been 
torn down or turned into emblems of mourn- 
ing. The Charleston, bearing the body of 
King Kalakana, arrived in Honolulu harbor 
on Thursday, Jan. 29, seven days from Sao 
Francisco. Crowds of natives and foreigners 
gathered at the landing to obtain the first 
news. 

Tho native women, 45 the Charleston came 
toanchor, set up & loud wailing. At 5 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, mid the boom- 
ing of minute puns from the warships in 
port and the batteries on shore, the king’s 
body was landed and received by 4 gua\i of 
honor composed of snilors from the Charles- 
ton, Mohican and Nymp', headed by the 
Charleston band playing 4 funeral dirge. 
A procession was formed and moved to the 
palace. The streets were packed with peo- 
ple and the air was filled with wailing and 
lamiontations as the ccrtege entered the 

palace. 

The coffin was placed on the bier in the 
middle of the throne-room, On it were 
placed the King’s crown of state, his sword 
and royal feather cloak, That evening the 
Cabinet niet and issued 4, proclamation pro- 
claiming the Princess Lilinokalani Queen of 
the Hawaiian Islands with the title of Lili- 


nokalani.

TARIFF TALK. 


The Toronto World in a teree and clear 
manner puts tho caso of ‘tariff boneffts be- 
fore the people in the following manner: 

THE FARMER AND MARKET GARDENER. 


The position of the Canadian farmer to- 
day is. vastly superior to whatit was in 
1878, under the Mackenzie administration. 
The prices of farm products haye not de: 
creased, while the export trade has increased 
in a most gratifying manner. In addition 
to thisthe home market has been secured 
by the adoption of the following duties: 
Oats, 100 per bush.; rye, 100 per bush, ; 
wheat, 1bc por bush. ; peas, 10c per bush.; 
beans, 1bo per bush. ; butter 4c per lb. ; 
cheese, Sc per lb, 

Under the Mackenzie administratlon the 
farmer had to pay 174 per cent. on his 
seeds, but the present tariff imposes only 
10 per cent., a saving of 74 per cent, 

All beet, carrot,turoip, mangold and mus- 
tard seeds are: admitted free of duty, as is 
algo all seedling stock for grafting purposes. 
In 1878 s duty of 174 per con’. was imposed 
on all the above mentioned articles, so that 
under the much-denounced N., P. tariff the 
farmer is largely the gainer. 

The farmer and the market gardener now 
control the home market for vegetables and 
small fruits, which has assumed vasb pro- 
portions corresponding with the increase of 
population’ in our cities and tewns, The 
following duties aro enforced on American 
vegetables : 
Oelory, onions, carrots, beets. .25 per cent. 
Parsley, cucumbers, sweet po- 

tatoes,;...,.. ier RCRD OOE 25 per cont, 
Potatoes: caine sey" fir gues < 15c per bus, 
Tomatoes. ...-10 per cent. and 30c per bua. 

The farmer under the tariff now in force 
gets free of duty, all animal and vegetable 
fertilizers that he requires. 

The World might hayé added a number 
of other articles produced by the farmer 
which are now protected, such as pork and 
beef ; and it might also have said that oleo- 
margarine is prohibited, which was fast sup 
plying tho butter markot, 

WATOH CASES, 


Before 1879 there was only cone small 
place in all Canada where watch cases were 
manufactured. To-day, with a 35 por cent. 
duty, the Canadian market is controlled by 
the Canadian factorioz, and hundreds of 
workmen are employéd constantly at good 
wages. 

ORGANS AND PIANOFS, 


The trade returns of 1890 show that we 
exported $291,215 worth of organs and 
piances. Previous to the adoption of the 
N.P. only a few factories were cklog onta 
miserable oxistonce in Canada, but to-day 
here in Toronto slone nearly 1500 men are 
constantly employed in piano factories. 
Throughout the Dominion thousands are 
connected directly and indirectly in the 
manufacture and sale of Oanadian-made 
organsand pianoes, Were it not for the ju- 
dicious application of specific and ad valorem 
duties this:industry, and all those connect- 
ed therewith, would have been transferred 
to the United States. Canadian instru- 
ments now almost exclusively hold the home 
market, 


PATENT MEDICINES 


The present tariff compelled the leading 
pafent medicine establishmonts of the 
United States to open branch offices in 
Canada. Right hore in Toronto some 8 or 
10 branches have been located and employ- 
ment given to hundreds of our young girls 
and men.

Undoubtedly the Jian 

Tho saddler who was arrested yesterday 
was conveyod heavily 
guarded to tho Arbour-square prison 
to-day. He was lately a fireman 
on board the steamer Fez, from Turkey. A 
forinidable looking knife bas been traced to 
his possession. Ho will be formally charged 
with the murder to-morrow, Startling ro 
velations aro expocted, 

When taken into custody blood was found 
on the prisonor’s clothes. He has beenZabsent 
from England for 18 months, or about the 
period which has elapsed since the last White- 
chapel murder, A woman detailedasa wit- 
ness asserts she saw the prisoner quarreling 
with the murdered woman early in the even- 
ing Rbefore the crime was committed. A 
policeman who was on duty on the streets in 
the vicinity of the crime has identified the 
prisoner asa man be met about a quarter 
of anhour after the murder, The police- 
man, noticing that the man had blood on his 
clothes, stopped him and asked several ques- 
tions regarding the blood stains. The man 
replied that he had been assaulted while pass- 
ing through astreot in the neighborhood of 
the docks. The policeman not being aware 
that a murder had been committed was satis- 
fied the man was telling the truth and so al- 
lowed him to pass, The prisoner's face is 
badly scratched, as if by a woman's finger 
pails, When questioned the man said he was 
scratched when he was assaulted near the 
docks. The prisoner stoutly denies having at 
any time met the murdered woman. 

Experts who have studied the former 
crimes of ‘Jack the Ripper” say there is no 
doubt that this latest murder must be added 
to the list of that wretch’s enormities, Like 
tho others, this womian belonged to the ‘‘un- 
fortunate class,” and like them, she was not 
of the vilest grade in that class. 

The Location of the Crime, 

Another similarity isin the location of the 
crime, which was committed in a place com- 
paratively public, and yet screened from im- 
mediate observation. The unfortunate wo- 
men of Whitechapel, who bad got ovar the 
terror created by the murders of some time 
ago, are again fear-stricken. and gather in 
groups to discuss the latest tragedy and 
wonder who will be the next victim, Tho 
location of the tragedy is near the city soun- 
dary in the vicinity of the docks, and viler 
in some respects than the scenes of 
the ‘‘Ripper’s” former crimes. Por 
this reason, bad not the officer actually 
stumbled over the body, the Ripper” migh% 
bave returned to his horrible work after the 
policeman bad passed, and the officer’s state- 
ment indicates that the murderer was wait- 
ing inthe darkness with this object when 
frightened into retreat by the officer’s detec- 
tion of the body. 

Constable Thompson is the most unhappy 
man in London to-night, as he feels that he 
had the most noted criminal of the age al 
most within his grasp. The inquest will be 
held to-morrow. Meantime the police are 
scouring the city for suspicious characters 
and Sir Edward Bradford has spent all day 
in bis office directing the operations,

5. Sept. 30, 1888,—Elizabeth Stride, throat cut, 
Berner-street, Whitechapel, 

6. Sept. 30, 1588 Catharine Eddowes, 45, throat 
cut and body mutilated, Mitre-square, Aldgate, 

7. Nov. 0, 1888.—Mary Jane Kelly, throat cut 
and body mutilated, in Miller's Court, Dorset 
street, 

8, July 7, 1859.—Woman, supposed to be Alicg 
McKenzie, from Veterborough, throat cut and 
body mutilated, in Castle-alley, Whitechapel. 

0. Sept. 10, 1889,—Elizabeth Stride, found under 
a railway arch in Pinchin-street, Back Churche 
lane, Whitechapel. 

*Fifteen before I surrender,’ 
individual known as “Jack the Ripper" 
chalked on a shutter near the spot of one of 
bis murders.

Her story, as toldto the coroner and the 
police, is as follows: 

On Saturday morping ste was down stairs 
when she heard screams of “murder” pro- 
ceeding from the room in the upper 
flat occupied by MecGrain and the 
woman Harding. Ruoning up the 
stairs sho burst the door of the 
room open and found McGrain with His 
right hand choking Jane Harding to death, 
at tho samo time gripping ber loft wrist with 
his loft hand. She shouted to him 6 stop 
and told him if he did not she would call the 
police. McGrain thereupon dropped his vic- 
tim, who, black in the face, fell in a heap on 
the floor, She revived sufficiently to allow 
herself to bo led downstairs, Whilo in tho 
act of desconding McGrain rushed out of the 
bedroom with a piece of chamberware and 
threw ii down on her head. 

The Wilson girl took Mrs. Harding into‘the 
sitting-room and she lay down ona sofa, 
from which sbe never rose alive. She com- 
plained all day fof her throat, and to- 
wards evening Annie Wilson, becoming 
nlarmed, wanted to have a doctor 
called in and the woman's married 
daughter sent for, McGrain would not 
consent, telling her to mind her own busi- 
ness and that ‘the old woman was all right.” 

At 10 o'clock Jane Harding died, and it 
was not until then that a medical man was 
summoned, Dr, Ghent answered the call, 
but finding the woman dead went away. 
Then the police were notified and McGrain 
arrested. 


A CHICAGO RIOT,

CuicaGo, Feb, 15.—An attempt was made

The Alleged Murderer of Carroty Nell 
Arraigned in Court,

*Carroty Nell” lost her life, bids fair to con- 
nect the man Sadler now in custody with this 
“Jack tho Ripper” crime, 

A knife was traced to tho possession of 
Sadlor, who as stated was a flroman on board 
4 steamor which arrived from Turkey. The 
police have no doubt that Sadler was tho 
murderer of “Carroty Nell.” 

The prisoner was placed in the dock this 
afternoon. His face was dirty and scratch- 
od, Hescomodto be utterly careless as to 
what happened to him and is apparently en- 
tirely composed, He Kept his hand in his 
pocket and glanced calmly around bim as if 
hewasa disinterested party. During the 
6xamination a ian testified that ho had seen 
Sadlor in company with the murdered girl on 
Thursday night, As the witness was making 
his statement’ the prisoner watched him 
sharply, and exclaimed, addressing the 
man in the witrfess’ box, “Be care- 
ful abont what ‘you “aro saying.’ 
Continuing, the witness described in de- 
‘ail the visit of Sadler to a small coffee shop. 
Sadler, according to this witness, sat in the 
coffee. house with the murdered girl and 
seemod to be quarrolling with her. Sadler, 
the witness said, claimed to have been rob- 
bed. Finally Sadler and ‘*Carroty Nell” left 
the coffee shop separately, Upon the cou- 
clusion of the testimony the prisoner was re- 
manded until Feb, 24. 

Further details in regard to the blood- 
stained knife in possession of the police show 
Sadler sold the weapon to asailor on Fri- 
day, the day of the murder, Opinions differ 
as to whether Sadler is ‘‘Jack the Ripper.” 

To avoid trouble the police transferred 
Sadler to the police court during the night, 
hoping thereby to avoid a vast crowd of 
people, mostly women, The women aro eager 
for asight of the prisoner. Wild threats of 
lynching and tearing the prisoner to pieces 
were uttered by the most excited of those 
females. When the man was removed to the 
police court an immense force of police was 
employed, and every precaution necessary 
was taken to prevent the Whitechapel mob 
from lynching the prisoner. 

The witness admitted the prisoner's face 
was scratched and bloody when he was seen 
in the coffeashop, The prisoner was re- 
roanded until Feb, 24. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


The Motion of Censure Defeated in the 
Imperial Parliament, 

Lonpon, Feb. 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day John Morley moved that the 
House adopt a vote censuring tho Irish oxe- 
cutive for its action in the Tipperary prose- 
cutions.

England's Gigantic Scheme of Mail Sub- 
sidy, 

Lonpox, Feb. 16.—Tho platform of the 
two parties in Canada is causing a good deal 
of interest In England, and it is felt that the 
issue will determine a momentous question 
affecting all the English colonies, The Mc- 
Kinley bili is said to be responsible for tho 
present situation, but it is officially known 
that the Government recognizs tho necossity 
of active measures to revive tho drooping 
trade between Canada and England. During 
the year 15% there were only £12,000,000 
worth of Canadian imports against £20,000,- 
000 worth from Australia, £41,000,000 worth 
from the East Indies. From the United 
Btates England took #£79,000,000 worth in 
the same year. 

Tho Old Country is anxious to wean Can- 
ada, it is said, from any longings for reci- 
procity or absorption, and the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, after consulting a numbor of big 
financial houses, bas decided to back to an 
almost unlimited extent the projected mail 
routes to Japan and Australia via the Cana- 
dian Vacific Kailway. In connection with 
this route itis proposed to run a line be- 
tweon a portin the south of England and 
Halifax under a Government subsidy, and 
also to proceal to immediately fortify 
Esquimalt as a first-class naval station. 
Tho Marquis of Lorne, the Duke of Suther- 
Jand, the Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Brassey, 
Sir G. Baden-Powell and others are assisting 
in the project. The new route, it is claimea, 
would effect a saving in time of 90 hours 
between England and Chicago, as compared 
with the New York route, and eleven days 
after leaving London the passenger could be 
in Vancouver. Its competition with the San 
Francisco route would be important, as the 
new route would be 900 miles shorter to and 
from Europe.

The Farmer's Condition. 


The Ontario Government Statistics Dis. 
prove the Grit Assertions 


(&. W. Thomson, a former Globe Editor.) 

I propose that we look at a few facts 
touching the assertion that the Ontario 
statistics, prepared by that most accurate, 
able and honorable geutleoman, Mr. Arch- 
ibald Blue, indicate that the farmers of 
Ontario have been sinking into poverty 
during the last elght or ten years, * * 

But isittrue that the statistics of Mr, 
Blue indicate that our farmors are loalng 
wealth yoar by year? No, it is ontiroly 
falso, [See page 119 Agricultural Statis- 
tice, '89.] The total value of farm proper- 
ty increased by $99,586,054, or from $8Fr2, 
624,610 to $982,210,664 between ‘82 and 
‘89, and by $24,050,924, or from $958,159, 
740 to $982,210,644 betwoon '85 and ’89, 

The total value of farm buildings in- 
creased by $59,752,662, or from $132,711,- 
575 to $192,464,287 between '82 and 'X9 
and by $9,986,332, or from $182,477,905 
to $192,464 287 between '85 and '89, 

The total value of farm implements ia- 
creased by $14,655,891, or from $37,029,- 
815 to $61,685,706 between '82 and '89 aud 
by $3,116,981, or from $48,569,725 to $51,- 
685,706 between ‘85 and '89- 

The total yalue of live stock increased by 
$25,190,568, or from $80,540,720 co $105,- 
731,288 between ‘82 and 89, and by $5,- 
041,202, or from $100,690,086 to $105,- 
731,258 botweon '85 and '89, 


Has tho land itself declined in selling 
value? Nobif we judge by the totals alone, 
Tho value of all Ontario farm land in 1882 
was $632,342 500, in 1885 $626,422,024 
and in 1889 $632,329,433, or almost the 
same as in 1882, But of course a consider- 
able area must have been cleared between 
1882 and 1889. I have been unable to find 
this acreage stated in the report, bat one 
may safely assume that the solling value of 
an average acre of farm land has declined 
considerably in'seven years. During the 
last decade a decrease in farm values oc- 
curred in all civilized countries. But 
there is no getting round the significance 
of the fact that, despite Ontario's share in 
this general loas, the total value of Ontario 
farm property ross by $100,000,000 be- 
tween 1852 and 1889 and this, too, during 
a porlod of falling prices for implements, 


What have Mousre. Burdett, Clute and

condition of agriculture in Ontario, and 
proposes to lighten the burden of taxation 
by adding a million and a half per annum 
to the provincial aubsidies—to say to the 
foregoing returns?

David A. Wells, an Amorican free trader 
and a politioo-economist, whose great au- 
thority Sir Richard will scarcely venture to 
dispute, Ho says (page 425) : 

**In tho Now Evgland States agricul- 

tural Jand,nob remote from large centres of 
population, can often bo bought at the 
present timo for a smaller price than what 
fifty years ago would havo beon regarded as 
a fair appraisal, and oven less than the cost 
of the buildings and walls at preeent upon it. 
‘Since the last deconnial appralsal of roal 
estato in Ohio (in 1880) there has been a 
heavy decline; farm property is from 26 to 
50 per cent, cheaper to-day than it was’ 
(inaugural address of Governor Foraker) 
In Lilinois, according to the Report of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistica for 1888, there 
has been an increase of land values in that 
State since 1880 in 25 counties, a decrease 
in 20 counties, whilein 16 counties values 
have remained unchapged. In one county 
—Madison—tho value of farm lands is 
thought to havo depreciated 83 per cent. 
since 1880. The increase in the value of all 
the lands in the State, forthedecade1870-'80 
according to the United Statos conaus for the 
Jatter year—the valuation of 1870 belng 
reduced to a gold basis—was 27 per cent ; 
but for the eight years from 1580 to 1888, 
the net gainin land values for the whole 
State is now estimated at 6 2-10 per cent. 
In the 10 cotton states the valuo of agri 
cultural land wasin 1860 $1,478,000,000 ; 
in 1580 $1,019,000,000,a decrease of $459, - 
000,000. It would require an addition of 
45 per cent. of its value in 1880 to ralae it 
to its value'in 1860, (Report on causes of 
dopression in ten Cotton States.) Mean- 
while the population of the same States 
has increased 53 per cent. In 1560 the 
value per acre of improved land in Georgia 
was $6;in 1886 below $350; decrease 
$2.50. Were the agricultural land divided 
out among the people, the value per head 
would have been : in 1860, $150 ; in 1886, 
$63 ; decrease, $87. (Same report.”) 

The whole of the lust paragraph is from 
Hon. D. A. Wells, it shows a decline of 
Jand values in East, West and South ; and 
tho decline is far greater than has occurred

Direct Taxation. 


Hiow It will Squeeze the Farmer 


Now, if all have to bo taxed and ovory 
man has to contribute his full share towards 
the requlroments of the stato, what advan- 
tago is ib to tho farmer if the duty is taken 
(ff any article he may have to buy, when it 
19 put directly upon his house 7 He has to 
pay the duty all tho same, Advantage |! 
Why, tho advantage fs all upon the other 
side, Put tho tax upon his house, and he 
has to pay It rogularly every year. Pat it 
on the article he has to buy, and ho pays a 
tax only when ho chooses to make a pur- 
chaso. What advantage is it to the farmer 
if the duty is taken off every article he has 
to buy when itis put on to every article 
he has to sell? He has to pay the tax all 
the same, because that $35,000,000 must 
bo raised. And asit ls with the farmer, 
#0 it is with everyone else ; each man must 
be taxed in some way, and they are only 
deceiving the people who would have them 
beliove that a change in tho trade policy 
of the country is going to relieve any class 
from taxation, 





EVERY MAN MUST PAY, 


Taxation may be lightened, or taxation 
may be made burdensome and oppressive, 
but every man must pay bis tax. It is 
lightened when the taxpayer is allowed to 
choose his own time for the payment, and 
when he is allowed to regulate the amount 
he has to pay according to his ability, It 
is burdensome and oppressive when it is 
collected remorselessly, whether his crops 
be good or bad, whether the farmer has 
made money or lost it,a direct tax is always 
oppressive and very seldom just, and yet it 
is a direct tax that the advocates of Unre- 
stricted Reciprocity would introduce, but 
this they generally conceal from the people. 
If they would be honest,}lebt them tell the 
farmer that they propose in dolng away with 
the tariff to collect eyery year 10, 15, or 20 
cents an acre on all his lands; that they 
propose to value his house and to value his 
stock and charge him so much on the dollar 
for allheis worth. Let themgell the farm- 
er that another assessor is to come round 
annually, authorized to make {inquisition 
into his private affairs, and find out what 
he has that is taxable ; how much he made 
by his farm ; how many horses he has, how 
many cows, how many sheep, how many 
pigs, and that following hard after the 
assessor comes the collector to demand in 
hard cash so much upon eyery horse, so 
much upon every cow, so much on his sheep 
and so much on his pigs, and then the 
farmer will have some idea of the bitter- 
ness he has in store when he gives up the 
easy customs tax,which he can regulate for 
himself, and takes upon him the galling 
yoke of a direct tax, which is regalated for 
him by an inquisitor of the Government.

After order had boen secured, Mr. R. Wod- 
doll was called to the chair, and stated that 
the object of the meeting was to appoint 
tho various committees for the Wards, and 
perfecting tho work of the campaign, With 
tho chairman on the platform were seated 
Mr. Henry Corby, Mr, D. RK. Murphy, ox- 
President of the Liberal-Oonsorvative As- 
sociation, Mayor Hawley of Trenton, Mayor 
Porter of Bellevillo, N. Robinson and othora. 

Mr. G, W. Ostrom, ex-M.P.P., was 
called upon aud moved, seconded by Mayor 
Hawley, the following resolution : 

That the Young Men's Libora! Gonsery- 
ative Association, of Trenton here assem 
bled, desire to place on record their ear- 
nest approval of the position taken by our 
old chieftain in his appeal to all loyal eleot- 
ors of Canada, and that the policy seb forth 
therein, is consistont with our good faith as 
an important portion of the British empire. 

Aud while heartily approving of the ef- 
forts of the Government to establish a fair 
reciprocity on fair terms, still such an in- 
terchange may only be secured without any 
sacrifice of tho loyalty of true Canadiaus 
and not to the detriment of our old mother 
country.

of Canada, tho brightest jewel in the 
British crown, 

The moyor said the resolution was a trae 
one. “In the past we havo had in Mr. Corby 
the right mau in theright place and wo 
would place him there again. The policy 
of Sir John A. Macdonald was one which 
was In the interest of Canada and should be 
supported by every “patriotic Canadian, 
He appealed to all presentto use every le- 
gitimate means to secure the return of Mr. 
H. Corby, who was a loyal and true man. 

Mayor Hawloy, ina few well chosen re- 
marks, seconded the resolution which, up- 
on being put to the meeting, was carried 
by a standing vote. 

Mr, H. Corby was called upon, and on 
coming forward was received with loud ap- 
plause.

Who Is to Le the Leader? 

Voices: ‘That's Cartwright.” 

Who is to be the leader? Mr. Farrer here 
speaks of his leader, his boss, Sir Richard 
Cartwright, (Hear, hear and cheers.) I 
think you will agree with me that there 
is somewhere and auiong some people a con- 
splrdey to drive Canada into the arms of the 

united States, by inducing the United States 
to be as obstructiveas possible and as au- 
noyiog as possible to this country. The abo- 
lidion of the bonding privilege, wnder which 
We linve free intercourse, and every device 
that can possibly hurt Canada, is suggested 
in this paper; and we are told that all the in- 
telligent peuple of Canada think so; that 
these things must bring about annexation, 
and that the leader will be found when the 
time comes. Gentlemen, that is the position 
we have to face in Canada at the present time, 
Here we have a Government and a people, 
and I believe an electorate, as will be shown 
in afew days, that fully valuetbe privileges 
We liave got, that believe we will be losers 
and not gainers by such a union, and we be- 
lieve that we have enjoyed as great an 
amount of freedom as any country in the 
world. I believe that we are as happily con- 
stituted as any country under the sun, be- 
lieving that there is social freedom, there 
is judividual freedom, there is i 
cal freedom, and there is an absence of 
those disintegrated and treasonable quali- 
ties which threatenod the peace and 
prosperity of the country, We have 
no such questions {as the negro question 
which was iooming up so disastrously in the 
United States to bother us; we have no large 
nuciéi assemblages of foreign anarchists; you 
saw what they did at Chicago a while ago. 
We have no such thing as elected judges, 
where the people elect men who will decide 
according to the wishes of the majority. We 
look up to England ad to Boglirh tradition 
for our guidance; we kaye everything to 
lose, much more than wealth, much more 
than mouey’s worth, we bave everything to 
lose to be severed from England; we have 
every thing to gain by the benign influence of 
her Majesty’s Government; a free Queen 
over a Ireo people, but governed by prin- 
ciples of religiou, by principles of equality 
aud by priuciples of morality which a flerce 
democracy never bad and never will 
have. [Applause.}] And will the peo- 
ple of Cauada submit to such a thing; 
will they submit to men going off to a for- 
eiga country, aye and raising monéy for the 
purpose of driving the people into annexa- 
tionf Iu ordinary electoral struggle there is 
two common an opinion among the people 
who do not think of the responsivility, “Oh, 
well, my vote is my own, and if I sell it it is 
no mian’s business,’ I bave heard it a hun- 
dred times; it is wrong.

was entertained by them with lavish magni- 
ficence and Oriental profusion and worgeous 
news. Hoe held durbars at which Rajahs and 
nobles innumorable attended, glittering In 
splendid and picturesque cos tumes, and hung 
Princes clothed in

gold and silver and velvet and satin, and 
bearing great fortunes on their persons in 
the form of diamond crowns and aigrette, 
emerald and ruby necklaces, ropes of pearls, 
and gem-encrusted weapons and garments 
figures, which might have come straight out 
of the Thousand Nights and One Night, in 
fact—must have become almost tiresomely 
familiar to Lady Dufferin before these tours 
came to an end. 

Then there were the camps, in which pei~ 
fect towns of canyas were erected, where 
through the magic of numbers there were 
ordered streets and smooth grass lawns, and 
refreshing fountains, and rows of gas lamps; 
where every comfort and luxury was provid- 
ed, and all accidents guarded against, save 
those caused by the capricious weather, 
When the Viceroy met the Amir of Afghanis- 
tan that same incalculable factor threatened 
to play the mischief with all the elaborate 
preparation, for it rained and thundered and 
lightened until the tents and the ground were 
alike soaked, and u ntil the ladies of the Vice 
regal household had to be carried from the 
doors of their tents to the various receptions, 
levees, dinners and other ceremonies with 
which each daily programme was filled. For- 
tunately perhaps for tho political effect of 
the meeting, the Amir had been lodged in a 
house and so could not be washed away, and 
Lady Dufferin seems to have thought that he 
rather enjoyed the experience, because so 
many other people were miserable, But 
when the sun shone ‘on these stately 
camps the experience was different 
Then there all kinds of 
amusements, races and the indigenous tent- 
pegging, and of course military reviows, and 
processions of mediacyal splendor, and ele- 
phants striding about in royal scarlet and 
camels bearing mountain guns on their backs, 
and everywhere swarms of gayly decked 
natives, ready to yell their loudest and to 
throw flowers and to sprinkle scent for the 
Lord Sahib and the Lady mem-Sahib repre- 
senting that white race they had done their 
best to drive out of Hindustan less than a 
generation ago. And the Viceroy’s duties of 
concilliation and of courtesy took him into 
native States where Maharajahs and Raja- 
has and Maharanas lived very much after 
the ancestral manner; where magnificent, 
spacious palaces and castles recelved them, 
when they sometimes dined in a halla thou- 
sand feet in length, and of which Lady Duf- 
ferin writes that, being seated in the middle 
of the room, she could not see either end of 
it. The great native princes entertained 
their noble guests with true princely hospital. 
ity with banquets an d beautiful illuminations 
and astonishing displays of flreworks; with 
strange Oriental sports and games, such 
as fights between clophants, between bulls, 
between rams, between quails; with dis 
plays of the precious contents of opu- 
lent treasuries; with gifts, which whe, 
yaluable were, howeyer, always declined; 
and with constant thoughtfulness and 
attention. After these stately visits had been 
paid the Viceroy and his family went to Sim- 
la, the hill station whore eight or nine months 
of the year are now regularly spent by the 
Indian Government, and where the businees 
of the State is carr ied on as steadily as at Cal- 
cutta. Lady Dufferin’s experience of Simla 
weather were not very pleasant. Fog, mist, 
rain and electric storms seems to have pre- 
vailed most of the time, She was also embar- 
rassed by the precipitous character of the coun- 
try, and the con sequent difficulty, and not sel 
dom danger, of getting about. At Simla there 
is little opportunity for using horses and car- 
riages, there being but one practicable drive, 
The common vehicle is the Japaneso jinrick- 
shaw, a kind of grownrup perambulator on 
two wheels. Lady Dufferin, however, pro- 
cured a mule, and later a pony, which she 
harnessed to her jinrickshaw, in which she 
made nany interesting excursions, 


were

amples of the English spoken or written by 
educated natives The British Resident at 
Bhurtpose once receive d a letter beginning 
‘Honored Enormity.” A man, during an 
examination, was told to write an essay on 
the horse, which he did concisely, as follows:

A Colonial Zollveroin. 

In the House of Commons Mr, Vincent 
moved that the Governmont at tho oarliost 
opportunity invite the British colonies to a 
couference in London to decide the best 
moans of forming a zdllvercin. He contend- 
ed thatimporial federation was only to be 
obtained through commercial {edoration. 
Mapy of the leading colonial statesmen and 
others favored commercinl federation. 

Sir Lyon Playfair criticized the motion as 
covering oa protectionist movement. He 
argued that owing to tho varied interests of 
the colonies a zollverein was impracticable. 
He quoted statistics showing the increase of 
British trade during the present regime. He 
contended that it would be most injudicious 
to arrest the reaction in America against ox- 
cessive protection induced by tho McKinley 
law by imposing differential duties against 
Amcricafor the benefit of the colonies, Consid- 
ering all the circumstancds there was no basis 
to justify pariiamentin inviting the colonies 
to a conference. In conclusion,he expressed a 
hope for an ultimate union of the colonies on 
a free trade basis, 

Mr, Lowther declarod that there was no 
real free trade party in America and that 
the whole world with the exception of Eng- 
land was becoming protectionist, He said: 
“Unless we give our colonies commercial 
facilities we had better make up our minds 
to advocate the imperial position.” 

Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the 
chequer, said that, whatever might be 
the fate of the motion, England had 
no desire to influence the Canadian 
elections. He sympathized with some points 
of Mr. Vincent's speech. He belioved that 
the increasing desire for aclosor union be- 
tween England and the colonies ought to be 
fostered. He also conceded that many of 
the views of Adam Smith and John Stuart 
Mill had lost the authority they formerly 
exerted and that it was no longer possible 
to denounce opposing viows as clap-trap. 
Still he must hold to what was sound in their 
views aud he hoped that the suspicions of 
lurking protection would not retard a union 
of the colonies, 

While he granted that the country must be 
prepared for some fiscal changes in the inter- 
ests of that union, colovists must understand 
that it was impossible for England to tax 
corn, [Cheers.) There was no likelihood, he 
said, that the colonies would consent to a 
conference on a free trade basis. There only 
remained differential duties, and he failed to 
sec how thay could bo imposed. It seemed 
to him, therefore, that the conference would 
be merely an invitation to follow a “‘will-o’- 
the wisp.” 

Mr. Vincent withdrew the motion.

Salt and Coal Oi

In vonversation with some farmers living 
In the East Riding it appears that Sir 
Richard, who has been in the Riding lec- 
turing on his famous Yankee policy, has 
been talking or salt and coal oll—two very 
interesting toplos for the farmera—as salt 
and light are indispensible, One farmor 
told mo that whito coal ofl could bo got for 
8 conts peor gallon on the other side and 
that farmers on Wolf Island took their cans 
ovor and got them filled at that prico ; that 
the customs oflicers did the same, Per- 
hapsso. Maybe not so. Ho also said that 
they could get salt for 80 cents por barrel, 
I disputed him on that polot, as also another 
from the samo, American salt cannot be 
got ab such prices. 

I have purchased Amorican salt long 
enough to kngw that by the 1,000 barrels 
atatime, I could not got it Inid down at 
Brockville or Belleville for less than $1,650 
per barre), and then had to pay a daty of 
bO cente per bbl. besides. The Salina and 
other salt works made their salt olther by 
botling down or by evaporation. Not much 
can be done by the drying process unless in 
vory hot, dry weather, ard the past year 
has not been very good for that ; and as to 
the boiling process, wood is becoming more 
Boarce Overy year, ospecially in the neigh- 
borhood of the salt worke, Fifty-four years 
ago tho want of wood brought up tho price 
at Oswogd 50uts, per barrel in the summer ; 
this I know to be a fact ; I had bought 1000 
barrels, 700 of which I had received, and on 
shipment from Oswego of the Jast 300 bbls. 
I was informed that salt had advanced 50c, 
per bbl. on account of the scarcity of wood, 
Asa matter of course that rise gave me a 
profit of 50 cents, selling ab $2 60 per bbl., 
jast what it would cost to lay down, adding 
duty after the rise. 

It cannot possibly be that wood {a as low 
or lower than 654 years ago, and last year 
was not good for evaporation. Take the 
price of barre), 20cts., canal freight 10cts., 
commission Scts,, lake freight 10cts., in all 
45>. from $1.60, would leave the producer 
$1.05, or 2lo. per bushel of 66 lbs. weight. 
Surely that was little enough for it, whether 
evaporated or boiled down. 

Take our own Canadian salt the past 
year. I gob a carload last August 100 
bbls., cash $1 por bbl., frelght 880, cartage 
4o or $142. This would leave, taking out 
20c. for barrol and say 5c other expense in 
loading cars, etc., 75c per bbl at the works 
or 153 per bushel of 56 lbs, I got another 
car load of 100 bbls in November ; cost me 
car $1.10, same frejght, etc., or $1.52 per 
barre! laid down here. This would be16 
ots per bushel of 55 lbs at the works, or at 
the rate of 3025 cents per bushel here. 
Who should complain at such prices, while 
during the war of 1812 15, salt went up to 
$12 per bushel ? 

Cartwright & Oo,, may tell the people 
how they are imposed on about salt, that 
the farmer can get his salt at the works for 
75o or 8M per bbl., bub they are careful to 
say nothing about the farmer furnishing his 
own bags, which saves the price of the 
barrels ; nor do they tell them anything 
abou) cost of freight, interest of money. 
Oh, no, not at all. Any story to dissatisfy 
the farmers and try to get their votes for 
annexation projects. Oan it be possible 
that sensible electors will be gulled by such 
clap trap? 1 hope my old Reform friends, 
and [ belicove I have many, will not be 
caught in the trap Cartwright & Oo. are 
setting for them. 

I trust that the 5.h of March will see 
Cartwright & Co, so completely whipped 
that it will stop their whining about Un- 
reatricted Reciprocity and Annexation, and 
that they will be content to settle down and 
be at peace with Her Majesty’s loyal sub- 
jects in this Canada of ours, or that they 
will take themselves off to Uncle Sam, who 
will make a bad bargain if he takes them. 

It is thought Oartwright, Laurier & Oo. 
would change their present policy if they 
could only get into power, but they are too 
far committed to Blaine & Uo. to recede. 
They are not to be trusted.

The committee congratulate the order in 
having no upsatisfied or disputed claims. A 
very large proportion of the deaths were 
young men, 53 passing away under the age 
of 40 years and 81 dying under tho age of 45 
years: 17 young men died under 80. 
The order paid in 1890 to their widows and 
orphans $256,000, and it cost $24,000 only for 
expenses, showing that the certificate holders 
got for the year 1890 eloven-twelfths of all 
moneys recelyed by the grand recorder. 

Twenty-six new lodges have been added to 
the roll during the past year; 19 inthe pro- 
vince of Ontario, four in Quebec and three in 
Manitoba, The membership has made a not 
increase of 3185, making the total member- 
ship 22,404. The average death rate per 1000 
was only 6%. 

A telegram of fraternal greeting was re- 
ceived from the Grand Lodge of the Sons of 
Canada in session in Peterboro. A commit 
tec of the Grand Lodge, A.O.U.W., re- 
sponded in suitable terms. An official com- 
munication was also received, from the 
grand officers of the Order of Canadian 
Home Circles, conveying fraternal congratu- 
lations, which was reciprocated.

CANADIAN FARMERS BETTER OFF THAN THOSE 
OF THE STATES. 


Mr. B. W. Thomson, the former editorial 
writer for thé Globe, continues to furnish, 
voluntarily, valuable food for thought to 
the elgctors through the columns of the 
World. We make tho followlng important 
extract from his latest publication :

not?" Some days ago 1 proved from the 
official statistics of Mr. Blue that Ontario 
farmora had gained $100,000,000 of capital 
between "82 and '89, notwithstanding some 
decrease in the selling value of their farm 
lands. During the same period, as was 
shown from cited authorities, American 
farmers have gone backward, absolutely 
and relatively, in the Northern, Eastern, 
and Southern States ; their land, in partic- 
ular, having decreased far more in value 
than that of the Ontario farmer. But it is 
said that the Ontario farmer is heayily 
mortgaged. His farm property Is worth 
$952,210,664 (Ontario Statistics) and it is 
mortgaged for $58,000,000 (Mr. J. R. Elli- 
ott’s figures), or less thap 6 per cent. of its 
value.

Look now at the 
following testimony from Mr, J. R. Elli- 
ott’s néw book, “ American Farms,” which 
shows the inferfor condition of the farmer 
who suffers under unrestricted reciprocity 
and its necessary incidents. 





Fifty years ago farm mortgages wore rare 
in America; to-day they are tho rule in 
many localities, and everywhere thoy threat- 
en to defy the ‘farmer's efforts to contend 
with the load they create. 

It'is claimed of Now England that at least 
33} per cent. of the farms aro mortgaged 
to the capitalists. In Connecticut, out of 
603 farmera recently visited by an investi- 
gator, 241, or 34 per cent., valued at $1,- 
008,350, were mortgaged to the extent of

A Poor Man's Tariff. 

All the great food staples, butter, meat, 
cheese, milk, eggs, flour, cornmeal, oatmeal, 
&>., are produced in Canada for export, and 
are therefore unaffected by the tariff, that 
is to say are untaxed. 

Rents are unaffected by the tariff, We do 
not import houses and lots ; it cannot even 
be said that the materials used in the con- 
straction of houses are taxed, for lumber, 
brick, stone, nails, cement, etc., are all of 
home production, unless one wants to goin 
fora very expensive and luxurious mansion, 
when he can afford to pay for his luxury, 

Hard coal, tuch as we use in our stoves, 
comes in duty free, and wood is a Cana- 
dian product,so that the terrible tariff does 
not touch our fuel. 

Wool is untaxed, so that cloth, with the 
exception of the finer tweeds and diagonale, 
is produced as cheaply in Canada as any- 
whore else in the world. A Canadian may 
may dress in good, honest tweeds, the pro- 
duct of Canadian Jooms, at less than what 
the American has to pay for a suit of 
shoddy. Oa a suitof finer materials he 
will have to pay atax, but this tax is 
not half what the Americans have to pay on 
a similiar suit. Itisa fact which no one 
but a drivelling idiot would dispute, that 
woollens ara 30 per cent, cheaper in Can- 
ada than in the United States. Even cot- 
tons are, on the average, as low in Canada 
asin the United States, 

Whon rents, food except afew grocerles, 
fuel and clothes, blankets, and other 
woollen goods are absolutely uotoxed, who 
will be foolhardy enough to assert that the 
present tariff bears unduly hard on the 
laboring man,

LABOR TROUBLES. 


Threatened Strike on the Pennsylvania 
Raltlway Lines—The Troubles in Cardiff 
—Strikes in Rio Janeiro, 

PryTSBURG, Feb, 23.—A goneral conference 
of the employes of the Pennsylvania lines, 
east and west of Pittsburg, is being held to- 
day to consider the wage troubles, The 
mombers of the Eastern Grievance Commit- 
tefarrived this afternoon. They have just 
concluded a lengthy conference in the cast 
and came here to confer with the western 
men. An advance lds been demanded in the 
east also, and in eventof trouble it is claimed 
by members of the Grievance Committee 
that the employes of the two systems 
will work together. Chiefs Arthur 
and Sargent are tolding a_ private 
meeting in Cleveland today, The 
division superintendents of the Pennsylvania 
are holding a consultation to-day with Gen- 
eral Manager Wood. They will prepare a 
schedule of wages which will be submitted to 
the Grievance Committee. If it does not 
prove satisfactory to the latter, more con- 
ferences between the officials and the men 
will be held. Every effort to ayert a strike 
will be made by both sides.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The moeting in East 
End Park yesterday, in support of the Car- 
diff strikers, was attended by about 7000 
members of the trades unions, The gather- 
jog was orderly and respectable, and both 
speakers aud audience avoided any expres- 
sion of disorder. Michael Davitt, who has 
just returned from a 10 days’ illness in Ire- 
land, was the principal speaker, He urged 
that all the workers in Great Britain should 
be joined in a universal union for the sup- 
port of each other's interests. The om- 
ployers, he said, had shown the example, in 
the shipping federation, of vast combination 
for a mutual object, and it was only by a 
general and binding pledge to support 
each other in their just claims tbat the 
rights of tho workingman could 
upheld.

He met with a cordial reception en route 
and at the town where he delivered an ad- 
dress. Parnell will speak in Irishtown April 
19, the auniversary of the meeting which he 
addressed thero in 1879, On this occasion 
he will unfurl a National League ban- 
ner. He will continue his ‘tour in 
June, visiting Mayo and Sligo, The Mc- 
Cartbyites at Londonderry to-day dissolved 
the Parnell branch of the National League 
and reconstructed asa branch of National 
federation. Resolutions were passed con- 
demning the actions of Parnell and Har- 
rington. 


Mr. Dillon and Mr.’ O'Brien have been 
steadily failing since their imprisonment be- 
gan and both are now in the prison in- 
firmary.

I have beon all my 
life a feeder of cattle, aud am interested in 
everything which affects the trade. From 
& farmor’s standpoint I look with concern 
upon the effect which Unrestricted Reci- 
procity will have upon the industry,

I find the general run of pricos for stock | 


cattle weighing from 875 to 950 pounds In 
Buffalo during the fall of 1890 showed a 
difference in favor of Toronto of from 85 
cents to $1 per 100. 

I have before me the prices for Chicago 
and Toronto, under date Feb. 19, 1891 : 

CHICAGO, 

Stockers, 875 to925 }bs,$2 55 to $3.15 per 100 Ibs. 
Feeders, 1,060 to 1,10015s, $3.25 to $3.90 per 100 
TORONTO 
Stookers,875 to 925 Ibe, $3 to $3.50 per 100 lbs, 
P eeders, 1,060 to 1,100 Ibs, 35 to $4.50 per 100 Ibs, 

I know personally of a buyer who, to- 
day, is willing to take 800 to 1,000 steers, 
weighing from 1,000 to 1,100 pounds at $4 
to $4.25 per hundred, to put on grass. 
With Chicago as above, would this price be 
possiblo if American cattle could come in 
free of duty t 

Fat cows, 1,000 to 1,075, are quoted in 
Chicago, February 19, at $2.65 to $3 por 
hundred. If we had froe trade now our 
farmers would be crowded out with theso 
low prices. With present protectiou they 
hayo a better market than they possibly 
could have under Unrestricted Reciprocity. 

Oorrospondence from Measrs. Baker & 
Williamson, Liverpool ; Ennit & Coonan, 
Liverpool, and John Swan & Sons, Glasgow 
informs me that our Canadian cattle excel 
sll others from any country for foeding 
purposes, and will be in greater demand. 
If, however, American cattle come Into 
Oanada freely in a short time,our c untry 
will be scheduled—-this trade will have to 
cease altogether—then our fat cattle will 
have to be killed on arrival in any Fog- 
lish or Scottish port as American cattle are 
at prosent, causing a loes of from $10 to 
$12 por bead. 

I havo long believed that the Government 
ought to allow corn to be entered freo of 
duty to feeders of cattle for export, I 
recognize there would be some difficulty in 
arranging the details of such a measure to 
provent fraud, as thore are farmers who do 
not food a bullock who requires protection 
for thoir oats and coarse grain againat cheap 
corn. Still lam convinced it is the true 
policy and that some plan can bo arranged 
to protect all parties,

Funerals of Many of tho Victims of the 


Springhill Mino Disaster. 

SPRINGHILL Mines, N.S., Feb. 23.—The 
list of dead now numbers 120, Twelve of 
the dead were buried this afternoon. This 
afternoon o beken-hearted Fronchman 
named Oliye Dugire took from the morgue 
the body of his son James, who was killed in

meet the sorrowful father, slipped on the ice

Last night one of the orphans of a family 
ofcight was in a restaurant begging for 
enough bread for her little brothers and 
sisters for this morning. Other cases of ex- 
treme destitution are cropping up. continu- 
ally and must be promptly met. 

The subscriptions to the relief fund re- 
ceived to-day are $2755. 

The workmen, whon urgod to resume work 
as quickly as possible to dispel to some ex- 
tent the prevailing gloom, stated that it is 
utterly impossible to get the men to enter 
the mine before all the bodies are recovered. 
It is also known to-night that, owing to the 
number of grief-stricken personsin the town, 
considerable difficulty has been-experienced 
in getting men to dig graves for those who 
were killed. A mooting was held Sunday, 
when a number volunteered for that pur- 
pose, but another is being held to-night to 
take steps to havo graves dug to-morrow. 

The minors claim that the death rate will 
reach 150 when all the bodies are recovered, 
but the owners say 120 coversall. So far 
106 bodies have been recovered.

The scantling rises from 
the ground for about two inches and is 
about two feet from the door.

And so on through the whole list. If the 
consumer and purchaser pays the duty as 
these men contend; if the present dutics 
are burdensome upon the people of Can- 
ada, what can they mean in the light of 
common sense and reason by such a change 
as this would imply ? 

Penknives and cutlery of all sorts fill an 
interesting place In the McKinley tariff, 
and under the proposed policy our present 

duty on these articles, so universally used 
throughout the country and by all classes, 
would be ralsed from 50 cents a dozen and 
20 per cent. to a figure ranging from 50 
cents per dozen and 50 per cent. to $2 per

claim of no mean importance, She has borne 
her rover with dignity, pationcs rontlo 
1 lan utter absence of rancor; she was 
irr tibly attracted toward France a the 
cradle of her race, and during her exilo 
ho has won the hearts of the Fronech by a 
ortain passive quict self-coucentration which 
disarmed criticism and commanded respect 


Withal she has romaine! distinctly Span 
ish, alike fa tastes, mind, habits, and an ar 


dent love for the land over which she once 
ruled sie has behind her a long record of 
joys and sorrow When a more baby shea 
lost her father, King Portiband VIL, and 
the flory wrath of the parti contending 


for supromacy in Spain deprived her of tho 


support of lor mother, the clever and ene 
getic but ambitious and unpopular Queen 
Christina Alono sho had = to pass 
through the troubled tine of tho 
long warfare between “Christinos and 


“Carlists.” and, nominally a sovereign, she 
was in fact the toy aud tool of political in 
triguers. Luckily for her, sho was morally 
and physically brave, and possessed of consid 
erablo presence of mind, which rendered 
her good service on many mem rable ocen 
sions, When still quite a young girl 
sho was driving in the country in 
a little open trap drawn by two Andalusian 
cobs. Suddenly a man springing from the 
hedie threw himself upon the horses, shouting 
“Liberty! liberty!” in threatening accents. 
Tho little Queen fixed wpon him the undis- 
mayed glance of hor blue eyes, and said coolly, 
“Some one must command; L command you 
to let me pass,” The man lost countenance, 
fell back, lifted his hat, and let the carriage 
proceed on its way, Isabella's son inh srited 
lnsmother’s sang froid. Only a few weeks 
after an attempt againsthis life Alfonso XII. 
wus seen following the procession of Shrove 
‘Tuesday on foot, barvheaded, without any es- 
cort, through the most populous streets of 
Madrid, between serried ranks of spectators, 
who could almost touch him as ho passed, 
serene and unconscious, 

It is only too cortain that in the Queen’s 
youth, without guidance, tulvico, or support, 
married to a man much her inferior in intel- 
lect, encouraged in her way wardness by those 
whose interest if was to discredit her, she 
committed acts of im prudence, but they were 
chielly errors of etiquotte, of judgment, of 
appearances neglect and inipulses too freely 
followed, never errors of heartlessness. She 
Was always gencrous, charitable to prod igal- 
ity, slow to take offance, quick to pardon and 
forget. The loss of her throne was a blow 
less sovero thon thedisaffection of her people, 
in which she bad never been able to 
believe: but both these wounds were 
as nothing compared to the crushing pain 
she experienced at the loss of hor son; the 
death of Alfonso XIT. is a life-long grief. She 
worshipped him as a baby, admired him as a 
youth, and respectexl him as a man and a king, 
She had the maternal instincts of ardent de- 
votion; she gave her son all the advantages 
of a solid, sound, and thorough education, 
such as would best fit him for his future 
destinies; he was sent to study in England, 
Franco, and Austria; she selected his second 
wife for him, and the wisdom of her choice 
has been made apparent by the admirable 
way in which the Regent Christina goyerns 
during the minority of the infant King, 
Numerous instances are recorded of her un- 
varying tenderness and goodness of heart, 
both while she reigned and after her abdi- 
cation. The first time that she was com- 
pelled to affix the words of her royal 
signature, “Io la Reina,” to a sentence 
of capital punishment, she trembled so 
much thatthe Cabinet Minister had to guide 
her unwilling fingers; they shook so they 
could hardly hold the pen. Later, when a 
messenger was sent to the Palais de 
Castille to bring her the news of her 
son’s victory over the Carlists, after, 
the first moment of triumphant pride in the 
snecess, her eyes filled with tears and she 
murmured in broken tones: “Oh, those un- 
happy Carlists!” and then, answering the 
astonishment she read in the looks of those 
around her, she added: ‘They are all Span- 

ards, alas!” 

On one occasion the Duke de la Conquista, 
a valued and faithful friend, being seriously 
ill she went to visit him in his room on the 
fourth floor of a tall house. She paused on 
the landing, begging that she should not be 
shown into his apartment till she bai recoy- 
ered her breath, ‘“‘because," she said, ‘it 
might spoil his pleasure in seeing me if he 
thought it had tired me to come up so many 
stairs." Ina thousand little unostentatious 
ways, by delicate attentions and tactful 
kindness, she has endeared herself to those 
around her and made herself beloved She 
talks woll, rapidly, sometimes wittily, always 
sincerely She used to be fond of hunting 
and traveling, two characteristic tastes of 
the Bourbons, and in her journeys was chiefly 
delighted by majestic and wild scenery. In 
her frequent visits to Ger many she contract- 
ed ties of cordial friendship with the late 
Empress Augusta, Dissimilar as the two 
women were, it is not less truo that the aged, 
Serious, and sad older sovereign took a strong 
liking to the younger one with her half 
French, half Spanish vivacity and spontan- 
eity Her quick, unguarded repartees 
amused the Empress, who seemed at other 
times entirely given up to abstruse and my- 
stical philosophy; they have yet another 
bond In common, their womanly sympathy 
for every form of suffering and their earnest 
endeavors to relieve it 

In the spring of every year Queen Isabella 
£008 to Munich to pay a visit to her dangh- 
ter Princess Paz, who married Prince Ferdi 


nand of Bayaria; she rejoices in the sights of 
an idyllic couple equally engrossed by phil 
anthropy which they practice in perfect 
unity of tastes and purpose The Prince is a 


distinguished medical student, and in his 
broad benevolence personally assists and 
tends the sick and wounded

McKINLEY MISSED HIS MARK. 


Tho Hon. John Dryden, Minister of 
Agriculture in Mr. Mowat’s Government, 
said in November last to a Globe reporter ; 

In respeot of sheep as of other things; 

| the McKinléy tariff was intended to protect 
the American producer, but the duties on 
sheep have been #0 ‘clamsily arranged that 
in important respects the very opposite 
effect is produced. For instance, the effect 
upon Canadian farmers and breeders will 
be on tho whole boneficlal’in the case ot 
mutton sheep. You will sce how this is 
when I say that formerly the duty on sheep 
was 20 per cent. ad valorem, while now it 
is specific, $1.50, per head on sheep one 
year old or more and 75c per head if under 
one year. In the case of ahcepworth $8 
or oyer the present duty is actually less 
than it was before, while in the case of 
really valuable animals it becomes morely 
nominal, In the same way, on a lamb 
worth say $6, a duty of $1.20 was formerly 
collected, iow the duty is only 75c. The 
effect of thig will naturally be to encourage 

our farmers to grow a better class of stock 

"and, doing #0, the business of exporting to 
the United’ States ought to grow to much 
larger*than ite present proportions.”

Look at the Behring sea difficulty, when the 
Americans, through mere arrogance, tried 
to drive off Oanadia.. ships from: fishing in 
the open sea. When the statement 
was; made the other dey that in the 
spring when the season for fishing comes, 
Canadian vessels will be seized in the Behr- 
{ng sea, what said Lord Salisbury, the great 
and noble Lord Salisbury, Premior of Eng- 
land? He sent at once a despatch to the 
States, “If there is one Canadian ship 
seized in violation of its lawful rightsin the 
open sea, if there is one attempt to drive off 
Canadian. ships, the English Government 
will hold the United States responsible.” 
Let me, then, gentlemen,once more appeal 
to every Canadian to be Canadian firet, to 
let no sordid motives, let no such mean 
ideas in any way obsure our patriotism, in 
any way or any degree induce our people 
to forget that independence is the first 
thing, freedom is the first thing, and I call 
upon the young men and future hope of 
Canada, to rise in thelr might and say, 
whatever will happen, we will even shoulder 
our muskets—not like Mr, Laurier, to shoot 
down our fellow subjects—we will shoulder 
our muskets for the purpose of fighting to 
the death, if need bo, for the rights and 
privileges and freedom of Canada, 


Farrer’s Advice. 

In tho pamphlet written by Edward 
Farrer, chief editorial writer for the Globe, 
the Americans were shown several ways of 
forcing Oanada to admit American fishor- 
men to equal privileges with her own citi- 
zens in the inshore fisheries along our 
Eastern coast. They were advised as fol- 
lows : 

‘The imposition by the United States 
of « tonnage tax on all Nova Scotia vessels 
laden in whole or in parb with fish would 
speedily put an end to seizures, and indeed 
to the whole controversy. 

‘Another ready way of bringing the Gov- 
ernment and all concerned to their senses 
would be to suspend the bonding privi- 
leges, or to cut the connection of the Can- 
adian Pacilic with the United States terrl- 
tory at Sault Ste. Marie. Either of these 
methods would rouse the full force of weab- 
ern Canada influence against the Govern- 
monb. 

**1b would be botteratill to oblige Britain 
to withdraw her countenance and support 
from the Canadian contention, as she did 
in 1871, ‘That would secure the end de- 
alred without leaving the United States 
open to the charge of being arimated by

SWALLOWED A PIECE OF GLASS, 


Death ofa Woman Under Peculiar Cir 
cumstances, 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., Feb, 25.—Mrs. Sarah- 
Weinert, wife of Conrad Weinert, the ox- 
Councilman of tho Second Ward, died yes- 
terday afternoon under peculiar circum- 
stances Two or three weeks ago Mrs. 
Weinert accidentally swallowed a piece of 
glass, In opening a jar of canned grapes 6 
piece of the top, about an inch long and 1 
16th of an inch wido, broke off at the top and 
was lost in the fruitand later formed part 
ofapic which Mrs. Weinert baked. Later 
she ate a piece of the pie and swallowed the 
glass, which lodged in her throat, A pussac 
formed and produced blood-poisoning, from 
which Mrs. Weinert died.

In his pablishod address, Mr. Clato quetes 
the Hon. Josoph Chamberlain, England's 
High Commissioner in the matter of the 
unsuccessful fishory treaty, as speaking 
strongly in fayor of good relations botwoon 
Canada and tho United States ; of tho Inti 
maoy of our relations in trade and commerce 
with the great Republic; and of the disas- 
trous resulis which would imporll any dis. 
turbance of existing relations. And there 
Mr. Olute stops in his quotations from Mr, 


Chamberlain. 

The reason is obvious. Mr, Olute wishes 
to leave the Impression that Mr, Chamber- 
lain, whom he rightly terms “one of Eng- 
Innd’s greatest statesmen,” favored, or ab 
least did not dissent from, the Grit project 
of commercial union, alias unrestricted re- 
ciprocity. But anfortunately for Mr. Clute, 
that-idea had at that time been broached, 
and Mr, Chamberlain spoke his opinions 
with regard to it no leas than five times (if 
we remember correctly), after his appoint- 
ment as head of the Fisheries Comunission, 
and therefore with all tho weight and au- 
thority attaching to that high position. 

Here is what tho great statesman in 
question gaid on the subject: 

Canada knows perfectly well that Com- 
merolal Union with the United States 
means political separation from Great Brit- 
ain, for it is quite impossible that Great Brit- 
ain showd retain all the responsibilities and 
obligations of the Colonial connection, when 
all the advantages are taken away, 

In a speech at Islington (London) on Oc- 
tober 25th, 1887, Mr. Chamberlain said ; 

This would be his Jast speech before leay- 
ing for Amorica, Mr, Chamberlain deolar- 
ed, so he would refer to another telegram 
stating that the Toronto Globe had com- 
mented upon some words in one of his 
speeches in Ulster, construing them into an 
insult to all Canadians. There was a great 
misapprehension of hismeaning. What he 
had sald was that there was a great part of 
Oanada seeking Commercial Union with the 
United States, which would practicaliy 
mean free trade between Oanada and the 
United States, while at. the same tims Oan- 
ada was to continue”to impose protective 
duties on imports from the Mother Country. 
Canada was to give preference to every art- 
icle of manufacture from the United States 
over manufactures from Great Britain. He 
had ssid that if the people of Canada de- 
sired an arrangement of that kind he did 
not doubt that they would be able to se- 
cure it. 

He did not think anybodyin England 
would attempt to prevent such an arrangs- 
ment by force, but he had remarked that 
in that case all the advantages of the slender 
ties which still bound Canada to England 
would disappear as far as Kngland was con- 
cerned, dait Was nob likely that the people 
of Great Britain would continue much 
longer togustain the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities of a relationship, all the reci- 
procal benefits of which has been with 
drawy. So he said that commercial union 
of this kind, if it ever came about, would 
be the firat step towards signal and practical 
separation, That was a matter of fact, 
He could not conceive how any human 
being with a grain of reason could deem 
that there waa anything wrong in that 
statement. (Hear, hear.)

THE MINISTER OF CUSTOMS. 

To-day the Hon. Mackenzis Bowsktt, 
Minister of Customs—of whom the above 
cut gives a fair, if not in all respects accur- 
ate, portraiture—will for the ninth time 
formally enter upon a parliamentary elec- 
tion as the nominee of the Conservatives 
of North Hastings. The fact {s one of 
deep significance. For nearly twenty four 
years has the now venerablo gentleman 
represented this cons'tituency, and so en- 
tirely satisfactory has been the record which 
he has made as 4 leading momber of the 
House and as a Minister in office, that no 
one has arisen within the party to question 
his career or to dispute the desirability of 
retaining his services, whilst the 
people of his very large and constant- 
ly increasing constituency have voiced 
their appreciation of his servicos to the con- 
atituency and to the country by adding 
steadily to their majority in his favor, un- 
til, at the general election of 1587, it 
swelled to the enormons number of 1049, 

Mr. Bowell is now not only one of the 
seniora in the House of Commons, but he 
enjoys the distinction of having presided 
over a department of the Government fora 
longer period than any other Minister since 
Confedoration, namoly more than 12 years, 
or, to be exact, since October 19h, 1878. 
That ho has filled his position with great 
ability and to the public advantage is shown

—notably Sir Richard Cartwright and Mr, 
Wm. Paterson, M.P. (the latter of whom 
would succeed Mr, Bowell were the Grits 
to win their way to office)—have com- 
plimonted the Minister of Customs upon 
the manner in which he has administered 
his department, which, we may add, is the 
moat difficult and laborious of the depart- 
ments and has, under Mr. Bowell’s vigilant 
supervision, been much more economioally 
conducted than it was under Grit rule.

tverage price paid was $98 per head. The 
cheese trade, another industry in which the 
farmer was interested, was rapidly increas 
ing between Canada and tho mother land, 
whilst the United States’ trade upon the 
same article was decreasing. We were fast 
ronning American cheese out of the Eng 
lish market. In 1860, Canada exported to 
England 124,820 Ibs. of cheese, valued at 
$13,675, whilst the United States exported 
15,515,709 lbs , valued at $1,565,640. In 
1870, Uavada exported 5 827,782 lba., val- 
ued at $674,486 ; the United States export- 
ed 57,296,327 Ibs., valued at $3,881,934. 
From that time to the present, Canada has 


exported, whilat the United States’ exports 
have been decreasing. In 1889 Canada ex- 
ported 88,584,837 lbs, valued at $8,915,684, 
whilst the United States only exported $4,- 
999,828 lbs., valued at $7,889,671. (Loud 
cheers.) Should we discriminate against the 
mother land in face of this? Whilst te was 
In favor of a fair treaty being made between 
COanada and the United States ; he, as one, 
was not willing *o get down on his knees 
and beg of them. An American was never 
found orying down his country, but he was 
sorry that there were Canadians who were 
running this fair country down, (ories of 
‘they are traitors,”’) The speaker, in refer- 
ring to the present contest, stated that Mr. 
Clute had told them, with tears in his eyes, 
that he did nob wish to run against him 
(the speaker.) The following letter, which 
was sent to a Reform friend, however, 
placed a different light upon the matter.

Political Notes. 

It was complimentary to Mr. J. W. 
Johneon that his remarks were quoted by 
Mr, Larke last evening, and his absence 
showed that he was not anxious to hear the 
reply. 

Upon tho former aspect of this election 
Mr. Larke msde a strong point against the 
Cartwright Grite who are howling to catch 
farmors’ votes, when heshowed that under 
the Mackenzie Administration, manufac- 
turers were protected 174 per cent., whilst 
the farmer was not protected to the amount 
of one per cent, and it romained for the Sir 
John A, Macdonald Government to place a 
protective barrier in the interest of the 
farmor. 

On this same subject he explained that 
Canadian cattle were worth one cent per 
pound more to ship to England than were 
American on account of quarantine regula- 
tlona and explained conclusively that this 
galn would be lost to the farmerif we had 
free trade with the United States ‘and con- 
sequently raised a discriminating wall 
against the resb of the world. 

Mr. Wm. Johnson, in moving a yote of 
thanks to the chairman, eaid that at his 
mother’s knee the children were taught 
that_next to the duty to their God was their 
duty to their country, and now that a 
brother had publicly discarded that mother’s 
teachings there was the more reason that 
he should publicly show that he stood 
strong for the old flag and the old empire. 

Rey. Mr. Daw voiced the statement of 
the better class of our citizens when he 
said he felb ashamed of Belleville when he 
found its citizens bringing a stump orator 
and labor agitator from Boston to cell the 
citizens their duty to the country. He 
might have added that the agitator in 
question is a foraworn subject of Great 
Britain, having taken an oath ‘to renounce 
** for ever all allegiance and fidelity to any 
‘foreign prince, potentate, state or sov- 
‘‘ereignty, and particularly Victoria, 
**Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, of 
‘* whom ho was ab the time a subject.” 

It would appear that Mr. Clute believes 
that charity begins at home,as Mr, Falkiner 
pointed out last night, that since he had 
been in Belleville he had never seen Mr. 
Clute’s name on a subscription list for a ten 
cent piece, nor had he seen his uname figur- 
ing on a stock list of any local company. 
How does this agree with Mr, Cluto’s pro- 
fess!Ona of being the poor man’s friend ? 

Any reference to the old flag is called by 
the new Grit party, “‘lip tom as if the 
love of our British connection had ceased. 
Had they been prezent in the opera house 
last night and heard that vast concourse of 
people sing God Save the Queen, they 
would have discovered that the sentiment 
was far from belng dead In Canada. 

The pace was too hot at the Opera House 
yesterday afternoon for the Oartwright 
Grits, who slunk away last night to their 
committeo rooms, afraid of a public dis- 
cussion on the topics of the day in a public 
placc. Imagine them singing God save the 
Queen in the presence of their leader, tho 
foraworn British subject and labor agitator 
Lloyd, 

Speaking on the barley question, Mr.

ORDERS TO BISMARCK, 


Emperor William to Cal the Prince Be 
fore m Cotirt Martial 

Beri, Feb. 26,—The latest report is that 
the Emperor has decided to bring Prince 
Bismarck before a court martial to which, 
ashe holds an army rank, the Prince is 
amenable. He will bo asked on his honor ta 
state whether ho is the authcr of certain ar- 
ticles attacking the Government. Prince 
Bismarck has declined an offer of the town 
of Harburg to nominate him for the Raich- 
stag. His refusal is based upon the ground 
that domestic circumstances would prevent 
a conscientious performance of his duties as 
a meaiber. 


Terrible Slaughter of Women and Children 
by Insurgents, 

Buenos Ayres, Fob, 26,—Additional ad- 
vices from Chili state that the bombardment 
of Iquique by the insurgeuts was productive 
of great loss of life and heavy 

roperty. When tho rebels entered tho city 
they attacked the stores and 
six of the principal squares and completely 


damage ta 
residences on 


wrecked them. The buildings bad afforded 
shelterto a large number of women and 
children, but the insurgents, heedless of the 
rules governing civilized warfare, gave them 
no chance to escape and pursued their work 
of destruction regardless of the frantic en: 
deavors of the helpless occupants to seek a 
place of safety. Itis known that 200 women 
and children perished in the ruins of the 
sacked buildings. Tho insurgents seized the 
custom house and then pillaged all the princi- 
pal houses in the city. After Gen. Sotto, tha 
commander of the Government forces, had 
surrendered the city, the rebel leaders landed 
more troops from their vessels for the pur 
pose of holding the place ond despatched a 
force into the country with the object of 
meeting and engaging the Government 
troops. 


Earl Dudley's Big Income

nounced that William Humbe Ward, the 
youthful Earl Dudley, is about to sell the 
family mines and iron works to ajoint stoch 
company and sever his connection with the 
commercial world.

toxt Was taken from Exodus ix, 13-14: 


“Lot my people go that they may serve me; 


for T will at this time send all my plagues.” 
Last winter in tho museum abt Cairo, 
Egypt, I saw tho mummy or embalmed 


body of Pharaoh, the oppressor of the an 
cient Israelites, Visible are the yery teeth 
that he guashed against the Tsraelitish 
brick-makers, the sockota of the merciless 
ayes with which hoe looked upon the over 
burdened people of God, the hair that tloat- 
ed in. the breeze off the Red sea, the very 
lips with which he commanded them to 
make bricks without straw. Thousands of 
years after when the wrappings of the 
mummy were unrolled, old Pharaoh lifted up 
his fan as if in imploration, but bis skinny 
bones cannot again clutch his shattered 
sceptre, It was to compel that tyrant to 
lot the oppressed go free that the memor- 
able ten plagues were sent. Sailing the 
Nile and walking amid the ruins of Egyp- 
tian cities, [ saw no remains of those plagues 
that smote the water or the oir. None of 
the frogs croaked in the one, none of the 
locusts sounded their rattle in the other 
and the cattle bore no signof the murrain, 
and through the starry nights hovering 
about the pyramids no destroying angel 
swept his wing. But there are ten plagues 
still stinging and befouling and cursing 
all our cities and like angels of wrath 
siniting not only the first born but the last 
born 

Brooklyn, New York and Jersey City, 
though called three, are practically one, 
The bridge already fastening two of them 
together will be followed by other bridges 
and by tunnels from both New Jersey and 
Long Island shores; until what is true now 
will, as years go by, become more emphatic- 
ally true, The average condition of public

I should suspect aman of base- 
heartedness who carried about with him no 
finde Or iis reas: Wie poMeP ok In NS 
arts, or arms, or bebavior; who looked with 
no exultation upon its evidences of prosperity, 
its artistlc embellishments, and its scientific 
attainments. 

I have noticed that men never like a place 
Where they have not behaved well. Men 
who have free rides in prison-vans neyer 
like the city that furnishes the vehicle. When 
I see in history Argos, Rhodes, Smyrna, 
Chois, Colophon, und several other cities 
claiming. Homer, I conclude that Homer 
behaved well. Letus not war aguinst this 
pride of city, nor expect to build up our 
selves by pulling others down. Lot Boston 
have its Commons, its Fancuil hall, and its 
magnificent scientific and educational insti- 
tutions. Let Philadelphia talk about its 
Mint, and Independence hall, and Girard 
college and its old families as virtuous, as 
venerable. When I find a man living in 
one of those places, who has nothing to say 
in favor of them, I feel like asking him, 
“What mean thing did you do, that you do 
not like your native city!” New York is a 
goodly city, and when I say that, I mean the 
region, bétween Spuyten Duyvil creek and 
Jamaica in one direction, and Newark flats 
in the other direction. That which tends to 
elevate a part clevates all. That which 
blasts part, blasts all. Sin is a giant; and he 
comes to the Hudson or Connecticut river, 
passes it as easily as we step across a figure 
in the carpet. The blessing of God is an 
angel; and when it stretches out its two 
wings, one of them hovers over that and the 
other over this, 

In infancy. the great motropolis was laid 
down by the banks of the Hudson, Its 
infancy feeble as that of Moses, 
slooping in the bulrushes by the Nile; and 
like Miriam, where our fathers stood and 
watebed it, "The royal spirit of American 
commerce Camo down to the water to bathe; 
and there she found it. She took it in her 
arms, and the child grew and waxed strong; 
and the ships of foreign lands brought gold 
nud spices to its feet; and stretching itself up 
inthe proportions of a metropolis, it 
looked up to the mountains, and off upon 
the sea—the mightiest of the energies of 
American civilization.

In France it 
is now nearly as bad, and soit is als) in 
Germany. 

Woe all know, too, that in free trade 
England this is a time of very great busi- 
ness distreas, Thousands of once prosper- 
ous farmers aro now looking about for some 
other meapvs of living, and great numbers 
are leaving the country. The condition of 
the great body of the mechanics and 
laborers is still more deplorable. Gen. 
Booth, in his recent thrilling book ‘‘Dark. 
est/England,bas demonstrated that in Eng 
land there are now nob less than three 
millions of people submerged in pauporism 
or helpless poverty. Tho noceasity of 
making other provision for all these poor 
classes,for whom no work is now to be had, 
in fully recognized. 

Ifin the States under high protection, 
and in England under free trade, if in 
South America and Europop a depression is 
hanging over the people like a great black 
pall, need anyone expect that Canada can 
escape, no matter what policy the electors 
now vote for?

Bradstreet’s Review of Trade, 

New York, Feb. 27,—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s indicate that the total volume 
of general business transacted during Feb- 
ruary bas not equalled that during an equal 
number of days in January last, The only 
cities which report anything like a genuioo 
activity in the movement of staples from the

Los ANGELES, Cal, Feb. 27.—Tho late 
storm was one of the worst in the history of 
this section. But little damage resulted in 
tho city proper. On the rivér front all the 
railway bridges were damaged and in somo 
casos swept out, |News from the surrounding 
country was moagre, owing to the telegraph 
Wiros being down, but so far as received the 
outlook is not encouraging. There are 
many rumors and reports of loss 
of life, but the only cases so far authen- 
ticated are the drowning of a man named 
Wells, with his wife and child, hear Wil- 
mington, Undoubtedly great damage was 
done to orchards and ranches south of tho 
city, where the floods were the worst in 
years. Many houses were damaged, live 
stock drowned and fences and outbuildings 
destroyed, 

Up t@noor to-day reports showed at least 
six persons who had lost their lives in tho 
floods. The family of Charles Watts is also 
missing from near Downey, and is supposed 
to have been drowned. The Wells family, 
consisting of man, wife and babe, ware 
drowned at Duart, and the bodies of two 
Mexicang were found in the same neighbor- 
hood. (82 Laurens was drowned at 
Wilmington while trying to rescue 
some cattle, The worst of tho flood was 
probable at Downey and vicinity. Old and 
New San Gabriel Rivers broke from their 
banks and ran together and made a great in- 
lund sea, 6 to 10 miles wide and 17 miles 
long. Many houses wore swept awoy, and a 
number of families occupying the territory 
inundated have not been heard from. Shots 
were beard in Downew Monday morning, 
fired at Watts' ranch. They are supposed to 
have been a signal of distress. The house was 
600h swept away, and it is feared that the
